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We congratulate the members of the National Peace 
Congress, which closed its sessions in Baltimore on 
May 5, on having hearkened to the arguments of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, and given over the idea of 
employing force in connection with the activities of a 
league of peace among all nations. When the idea was 
advanced that universal peace could be brought about if 
there were an adequate international army to enforce the 
decrees of The Hague Court we pointed out the in- 
consistency of such an attitude of preventing armies 
through the use of an army. ‘The resolutions adopted 
on the closing day of the Peace Congress took the same 
view, and while urging the establishing of a league for 
peace among all nations opposed the use of force. This 
attitude of consistency, we are sorry to say, did not 
accord with the opinions of Mr. Edward Ginn, of Boston, 
who, according to the press reports, in discussing the 
World Peace Foundation, of which he was one of the 
originators, suggested the advisability of forming an in- 
ternational army, similar to that which relieved the 
legations in Pekin at the time of the Boxer rebellion a 
decade ago. This was not the only evidence of differing 
views among those who took part in the Congress. At 
the final banquet Speaker Champ Clark spoke about the 
friendly neighbors to the north and south of us putting 
the United States in a position in which war should be 
our last thought, and yet only a few hours before on the 
same day Mr. Henry Clews, the New York banker and 
president of the American Peace Arbitration League, 
had told the delegates that President Taft was greatly 
to be praised for having sent troops to the Texas border. 
Mr. Clews advocated also the heaviest of fortifications 
for the canal, The Congress did not conclude its labors 
without some display of heat for Dr. T. Iyenaga, a 
Japanese physician, of New York, boldly attacked the 
speech made the day before by Price Collier, who had 
just returned from a trip through the Orient and who 
said that Japan was bankrupt and for that reason talk 
of war between that country and this was ridiculous. 
Dr. Iyenaga denied Japan was bankrupt and said she 
was ready to defend herself at any time, although the 
doctrine of peace was taught through Buddha and Con- 
fucius long before the Western world heard of it. He 
had no fear, he said, of any conflict with the United 
States because of the friendship between the two coun- 
tries. The name of the Congress was changed to the 
American Peace Congress, and it was made a continuous 
body through its executive committee. Biennial sessions 
will be held. Resolutions adopted approved the pending 
arbitration treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain in particular and all arbitration movements in 
general. They also recommended the reference of all 
questions involving pecuniary and other claims to The 
Hague. The organization of a court of justice at The 
Hague is advocated. A new twist to the plans of the 
peace enthusiasts was given as a result of the suggestion 
of James Speyer, the New York banker, that by a policy 
of what he termed “financial neutrality” nations should 
prevent as far as possible loans being raised by their 
subjects or citizens in order to enable foreign nations to 
carry on wars. The Congress requested the United 
States Government to include this matter in the pro- 
posed program of the Third Hague Conference. 
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Count Ernest von Reventlow, whose fulmination

the German Count is that of our correspondent, Richard 
B. Clayton, published March 4, 1911, page 786, and 
perhaps his previous article, published a year ago, April 
30, 1910, page 1029. Count von Reventlow apparently 
thinks that the only protection against our publication of 
such articles is an alliance between Germany and Japan. 
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As an excuse for some unpleasant criticism it has 
indulged in at the expense of our Army, the New York 
Evening Post says: “The troops at San Antonio are not 
Militia, as it might seem, who require months to lick 
them into shape, but Regulars, whose immediate pre- 
paredness for war igs one of the boasts of the War De- 
partment. Where else in the world are there Regulars 
so soft as to require two months to fit them for divisional 
maneuvers? Would they have had two months to be- 
come hard had there been serious trouble with Mexico? 
And why are not our Regulars at all times ready to 
march, and long distances at that? We pay them to 
be ready. There is not a German or French regiment 
to-day which could not do its fifteen or twenty miles 
with ease; and yet they are not professional soldiers. 
The difficulty is that in our luxurious forts we do not 
prepare the men for immediate service.” In fairness the 
Post should have stated that if the troops at San Antonio 
are not Militia, a very large percentage of them are 
recruits, most of whom are as green and soft as any 
Militia. It should also have noted the fact that Smith’s 
brigade was started on the march just after they had 
been vaccinated for typhoid, which made them weak. 
There has never been any “boast of the War Depart- 
ment” as to the immediate preparation for war. On the 
contrary, the reports of the Secretary of War, of the 
Chief of Staff, of the division and department com- 
manders have been filled for years with complaints of 
conditions that they are powerless to remedy, and which 
seriously decrease the efficiency of the Army. These 
conditions have been described in detail in articles 
appearing in this paper and in the different Service 
magazines. As the New York Times reports General 
Carter as saying in a recent interview: “In no army 
in the world can there be found so high an average of 
intelligence as that of the American enlisted man. 
Rightly managed, we could have the most efficient army 
in the world, bar none. All our soldiers are Americans, 
no matter how entirely European their names may look 
upon the muster rolls. Their Americanism makes them 
different, more resourceful than the soldiers of any other 
nation upon earth, and they deserve good treatment at 
the hands of citizens and Congress. He is an independent 
person, is the American soldier, thus proving his Amer- 
icanism, but, none the less, he is industrious and quite 
willing to submit to any discipline or labor which his 
intelligence assures him is actually useful.” 





There is no doubt that under proper conditions, such 
as our military authorities agree upon, we could for the 
same price make a Regular Army far more efficient than 
it is now; and for a comparatively trifling increase of 
expense maintain a reserve which would prepare us for 
any contingency of war that is at all likely to arise. That 
the Army is not altogether what it should be and that 
we are without an efficient military system is very largely 
due to the persistent unfriendliness toward military men 
and military measures shown by the Evening Post and 
other papers of its class that devote some attention to 
military matters; and to the ignorance and indifference 
of other periodicals that have no concern with the Army 
except to make it a butt for ridicule or the subject of 
sensational misrepresentation and slander. Nothing 
could be more welcome to the Army than intelligent and 
sympathetic criticism, which, while recognizing its defi- 
ciencies, would place the responsibility for them where 
it belongs. Following its history as we do from week 
to week and day to day, our wonder is that the Army 
can accomplish as much as it does under the hostile 
conditions to which it is subjected. What it has done 
in Cuba and is doing on the Isthmus of Panama and in 
the Philippines will be the marvel of history. So much 
of this work as is in the line of sanitary reform and 
the prevention of disease is made possible by military 
methods and military conditions, and yet the spirit of 
the Post toward the Army is, as a whole, hostile and 
unfairly critical; inasmuch as it holds the Army respon- 
sible for conditions of which it is made the victim in 
spite of the earnest and persistent efforts of our military 
authorities to correct them. 
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Is it not about time for the newspapers of the United 
States to give over the childish habit of attaching the 
epithet of “hoodoo” to an American warship that meets 
with an accident or two at the beginning of her career? 
There is no justification for such designation. It 
originates usually in the mind of some “cub” reporter, 
who thinks the term will give a dash of spice to his 
story. Supervisory prohibition by the city editor and 
copy readers would soon end its application to ships of 
our Navy. It is the old story of giving a dog a bad 
name. It is easy to give a ship or a man a bad name, 
but it is hard to call back the name once given in a 
newspaper. The saying of the poet, Will Carleton, 
“Words unexpressed may sometimes fall back dead, But 
God himself can’t kill them when they’re said,” is doubly 
true of what is said in newspapers, which so many 
people regard as oracles and dispensers of wisdom. The 
latest ship to, receive this foolish epithet is the magnifi- 
cent battleship. Delaware, owing to the accident which 


befell her on Jan. 17. The old battleship Texas, recently 
destroyed by the guns of the U.S.S. New Hampshire 
under the name of the San Marcos, was saddled with the 
undeserved name of “hoodoo” throughout her career for 
no reason whatever. It is quite true that the men who 
go down to the sea in ships nowadays are not so super- 
Stitious as they formerly were, but nothing is gained 
by making a fine warship a target for cheap newspaper 
wit. Accidents often happen to great merchant vessels 
at the opening of their careers, but they are not con- 
tinually referred to afterward as “hoodoo” ships. A 
very fine motto of the Louisville Courier Journal, which 
we believe would revolutionize the tone of modern 
journalism if it were consistently followed, reads as 
follows: “To print nothing of a man which we would 
not say to his face; to print nothing of a man in malice; 
to look well and think twice before consigning a suspect 
to the ruin of printer’s ink.” This motto we cheerfully 
recommend to the press of the country for their treat- 
ment of our unlucky warships. The United States is 
the only country in the world in which the newspapers 
deem it good public policy to attach a term awakening 
superstitious dread to the warships of the nation. The 
papers of other countries send the ships off on their 
careers of national defense with every encouragement.

The large immigration of negroes from the Southern 
states of the United States into Northwest Canada has 
created a feeling of alarm in the Dominion, according 
to press advices, which described the conference in Wash- 
ington on April 26 last between Assistant Secretary of 
State Wilson and John E. Jones, Consul General of the 
United States at Winnipeg, Manitoba, on the subject of 
Canadian restriction of negro immigration. Mr. Jones 
presented a memorandum from the Canadian immigration 
authorities indicating that the American negro may be 
barred on the ground that he may not be able to adapt 
himself*to the severe northern climate, and consequently 
might become a public charge. Such action is authorized 
by the immigration act of Canada. The fact that such 
an excuse is put forward in Canada in the face of the 
splendid endurance of the rigors of the Arctic region 
by the negro, Matt Henson, who accompanied Peary to 
the North Pole, shows how deep-seated is the fear among 
the people of the Dominion that unrestricted negro immi- 
gration may bring them a color problem like that which 
has troubled the United States. This feeling in Canada 
will not surprise those who have studied the persistence 
of color and race prejudice, and have seen that advance 
in civilization does not in any degree lessen the intensity 
of that prejudice. In our issue of March 4 we referred 
to the spirit of resentment which is being aroused 
throughout the Orient by the air of superiority adopted 
by the white man toward the darker-hued inhabitants 
of such countries as India, although they possess an 
older civilization than can be claimed by any of the 
white men’s countries. Now at our own doors we find 
a sentiment in favor of excluding from a neighboring 
country men who enjoy citizenship in the United States, 
the reason for such exclusion being color, however much 
the objections to their presence may be veiled under 
peculiar interpretations of a law. If Canada is opposed 
on account of color to the immigration of citizens of the 
United States, it is idle to suppose that it will not also 
set its face against immigration of Chinese and Japanese, 
who do not enjoy citizenship in an Anglo-Saxon country. 
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In addition to the 125 vacancies to be filled from civil 
life in the Cavalry, Field Artillery and Infantry of the 
Army there will be about sixty vacancies for civilians 
in the Coast Artillery. The total number of vacancies 
in the Coast Artillery next June, according to estimates 
at the War Department, will be ninety-three, Not over 
thirty of these places will be filled by West Point gradu- 
ates, and at present there is no prospect of any transfers 
from the mobile Army to the Coast Artillery Corps. 
Very few enlisted men are able to take the Coast Ar- 
tillery examination. It is more technical than the ex- 
amination for the mobile Army, and the requirements in 
a number of respects are more exacting. The general 
order announcing the time of examining civilian candi- 
dates is now being prepared by the War Department. 
There will be no material change in the requirements of 
the examination from that of last year. No preference 
will be given to honor graduates of military schools as 
in the mobile Army. After the West Point graduates 
are commissioned the vacancies will be filled first by the 
successful candidates from enlisted men in the Army 
and then by civilians. The War Department Circular 
with reference to the examination of civilians for second 
lieutenants of Cavalry, Field Artillery and Infantry will 
be found on page 1079 of our issue of May 6, 1911. 
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The Mexican army in time of peace consists of thirty- 
four battalions of infantry, with 600 men to the bat- 
talion; eighteen regiments of cavalry, with 450 men to 
the regiment: six regiments of field artillery, with 400 
men to the regiment; engineers, 800. By order of the 
President, four battalions of infantry, four regiments 
of cavalry and two regiments of artillery were added to 
the effective peace strength of the army in March, 1911. 
In the Mexican army the word “battalion” is used 
instead of the word “regiment” with reference to the 
infantry arm of the service. The rural guard, or the 
“rurales,”” number 2,500 men. They do not belong to 
the regular army. Their chief, after the President, is 
the Minister of Gobernacion. 
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More than ordinary interest is attached this year to 
the report of the board which has been detailed to inspect 
the private military academies and colleges which main- 
tain courses of military instructions. The board, which 
will make its report to the War Department early in 
June, consists of Capt. G. H. Jamerson, Capt. H. L. 
Laubach and Capt. B. T. Simmons, General Staff, and 
Capt. H. N. Cootes, 12th Cav. There is a sharp rivalry 
between the colleges which give more than ordinary at- 
tention to military training for a place among what is 
known officially as “distinguished institutions.” Under 
the order recently issued honor graduates from the ten 
colleges included in this list are given preference in the 
appointment of second lieutenants from civil life. These 
graduates are required to pass examination as other 
civilian candidates, but they are ranked next to West 
Point graduates when the commissions are issued. Every 
year there is a change in making up the list of distin- 
guished institutions and in all probability some of the 
military schools which were in the list for 1910 will be 
dropped out and others take their places for 1911. In 
the list of distinguished institutions for 1910 are in- 
eluded Culver Military Academy, Culver, Ind.; St. 
John’s College, Annapolis, Md.; Maryland Agricultural 
College, College Park, Md.; College of St. Thomas, St. 
Paul, Minn.; Shattuck School, Faribault, Minn.; New 
Mexico Military Institute, Roswell, New Mex.: St. 
John’s School, Manlius, N.Y.; Pennsylvania Military 
College, Chester, Pa.; the Citadel, Charleston, S.C.; 
Agricultural and Mechanical College of Texas, College 
Station, Texas; Norwich University, Northfield, Vt.; 
Virginia Military Institute, Lexington, Va. Aside from 
selecting distinguished institutions the board will clas- 
sify the colleges as to military tactics. There are five 
classes, including A, the highest: B, the second; BA, 
the third; C, the fourth, and D, the fifth. Most of the 
colleges are ambitious to advance into higher classes and 
the result of the inspection will be looked forward to 
with deep interest. 
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We made some extracts May 6 from an article by 
Gen. T. F. Rodenbough, U.S.A., retired, who writes 
of the “Cavalry of the Civil War” in the current Review 
of Reviews, as the introductory chapter of a_photo- 
graphic history of the Civil War. Whatever may be 
said of other features of that war, the sphere of action 
which the author of this paper believes had the most 
direct bearing upon the Cavalry operations of the Civil 
War was that known as “the Plains.” The experience 
gained in the twelve years, 1848-1860, in frequent en- 
eounters with the restless Indian tribes of the Southwest, 
the long marches over arid wastes, the handling of supply 
trains, the construction of military roads, the exercise 
of command, the treatment of Cavalry horses and draft 
animals, and the numerous duties falling to officers at 
frontier posts, far distant from railroad or telegraph, all 
tended to temper and sharpen the blades that were 
destined to point the path of glory to thousands destined 
to ride under the war guidons of Sheridan, Stuart, 
Pleasanton, Buford, Fitzhugh Lee, Stanley, Wilson, 
Merritt, Gregg and others—‘“all graduates of the service 
school of the Plains.” Pictures of the Cavalry leaders 
of the war show that those of the South, with the excep- 
tion of Gen. John H. Morgan, wore full beards, while 
those of the North wore only mustaches. General Merritt 
is shown smooth shaven, while the beard of General 
Fitzhugh Lee reaches half-way to his waist. The cynical 
observer might imagine that, as time is a very important 
consideration in war, the bearded saddle chieftains of 
the South saved many precious minutes by not having to 
shave. The photographs of several famous mounts are 
given. There is a picture of General Grant's pony, Jeff 
Davis. and one of General Meade’s horse, Old Baldy. 
This horse, though wounded several times in the Civil 
War, survived his master ten years, dying in 1882. Old 
Baldy was wounded at the first battle of Bull Run, and 
later was purchased by General Meade. At the battle 
‘of Antietam he was severely wounded, and at Gettysburg 
was shot again. He followed the body of General Meade 
to the grave in 1872. 


Ilere is a specimen of the sort of information which 
is accepted by simple people of a philanthropic or 
religious turn as a guide to their cogitations on military 
subjects. It appears in the Brooklyn Tabernacle, an 
interdenominational monthly: “A scientific gentleman in 
England startles the world with the declaration that he 
has discovered a certain electric ray that can be focused 
like light and be used to paralyze armies as easily and 
as quickly as though lightning had desolated their ranks. 
This new weapon of destruction, it is said, has been 
tendered to the British War Department. It is called 
an ‘attribute of high-frequency electric current,’ which 
can be separated and, by mechanical contrivance, be 
deflected and aimed in much the same way as a stream 
of water from a hose pipe. ‘The ‘Scientist’ says: “The 
most striking experiment of all had a horse for its sub- 
ject. By a mechanical device, which is, of course, a 
secret invention, it was brought to bear upon the horse 
at a range of four miles. The results could not have 
been more rapid or more destructive had the range been 
four yards. The brute staggered as though dazed by a 
blow from some unseen hand, then fell stone dead. The 
same thing would have happened had the range been 
tloubled or trebled, and the fate of a horse might have 
heen the fate of an army corps.’ Surely the increase of 
knowledge of our day can be safely entrusted only to 
perfect beings controlled by the Law of Love, or by a 
higher power.” We can assure our religious contemporary 
that the secret of this invention can be safely entrusted 
to the ordnance chiefs of our Army and Navy, both of 
whom are gentlemen “controlled by the Law of Love.” 


In his illuminative prize essay in the Proceedings of 
the U.S. Naval Institute on navy yard economy, Paymr. 
Charles Conard, U.S.N., states clearly the difficulties 
that lie in the path of economy. As he gives them they 
are: the military necessity of maintaining shops and 
laborers to meet sporadic demands of the fleet, such 
shops and laborers being often not fully employed; 
political influences affecting government industrial work, 
eausing yards and stations to be maintained which are 
really unnecessary; the eight-hour law, which has the 
effect of increasing the rate per hour paid; the granting 
of leave and holiday and the payment of disability 
claims: the absence of the incentive found in the com- 
mercjal necessity of producing profits; the alleged im- 








-motions of this sort should not be permitted. 
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possibility of comparing costs at various yards owing 
to the varying conditions; and the complicated approp- 
riation system. Under the head of the “general ac- 
counts of the plant” the essayist says that what is most 
needed is “decentralization from the Navy Department. 
All the elaborate reports now transmitted to the bureaus 
should be discontinued and each yard should be required 
to maintain a thoroughly up-to-date bookkeeping system 
of its own. Balance sheets and certain detailed reports 
when required would give the bureaus all the needed in- 
formation to keep in touch with the yard work. These 
balance sheets combined into one grand statement at the 
end of the fiscal year would give the figures necessary 
to be transmitted to Congress. A vast waste of clerical 
labor would thus be avoided.”

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The drill ship President. of the British Royal Reserve, 
which is about to be broken up, is not the famous Amer- 
ican frigate which was captured by the Endymion, Capt. 
Henry Hope, on Jan, 15, 1813, says the London Army 
and Navy Gazette, “for that President was broken up 
in 1818 at Portsmouth. The Royal Naval Reserve drill 
ship has no connection with her apart from the name. 
The British President, launched at Portsmouth in 1829; 
however, which was Royal Naval Reserve drill ship 
from the establishment of that force in August, 1859, 
until relieved by the Gannet in 1903, was designed on 
exactly similar lines to the American vessel, and was 
practically a duplicate of her. Her similarity to the 
first President extended even to the figurehead, which 
was a likeness of John Adams, the second President of 
the United States, and George Washington’s immediate 
successor. It would have been fitting if this interesting 
figurehead had heen preserved at the Museum of the 
Royal United Service Institution when the President 
was broken up. The sloop Gannet, which then took her 
place and name, had seen over twenty years’ service, 
for she was launched at Sheerness in 1878, nine years 
before the launch of the Buzzard, which vessel was 
commissioned on the Ist inst. to carry out part of the 
duties hitherto discharged by the President. By the 
transfer of the name to the Buzzard it will be possible 
to retain it in the ‘Navy List’ in a way which cannot 
arouse the susceptibilities of the Americans.” 


In the case of Col. Albert Todd, U.S.A., petitioning 
the Suvreme Court of the District of Columbia for a 
mandamus upon the Auditor of the War Department 
and the Comptroller of the Treasury, to compel them to 
consider his claim for longevity pay upon its merits, a 
motion was filed by the Government praying that the 
court would direct the striking out of portions of the 
petition alleged to be argumentative, overelaborate and 
more properly belonging in a brief than in a petition. 
The Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, Justice 
Thomas H. Anderson sitting, heard the arguments upon 
this motion on April 28. The case was opened by Mr. 
Reginald S. Huidekoper, Assistant District Attorney, 
who set forth the principles of common law pleading 
which he said ought to prevail. He was followed by 
Mr. William B. King, of the firm of King and King, 
attorneys for Colonel Todd, who denied that the strict 
principles of common Jaw pleading had any relation to 
this case. He said that this was an extraordinary action, 
involving the constitutional relations of the different de- 
partments of the Government, and that it was a test 
ease in an important historical controversy. and that the 
petitioner ought net to be held down to the same rules 
of pleading that would be followed in ordinary private 
litigation. Te also urged that the statutes governing 
mandamus proceedings distinctly declared that dilatory 
The Judge 
listened with great attention to the entire argument, but 
at the close reserved his decision, which will probably 
be announced very shortly. It is hoped that the case 
may be heard on its merits during the month of May. 














The Secretary of War takes issue with the Comp- 
troller over his decision, published March 18, page 863, 
disallowing certain payments made by the Army officer 
in charge of the remount station at Fort Reno, Okla., 
who, under authority of the Quartermaster General, 
started a large farm on the military reservation there 
with the idea of raising forage for the horses acquired 
for training for the military service. Incidentally, the 
Comptroller decided that there was no authority to pur- 
chase young horses and that the law permitted only the 
acquisition of horses which were in readiness for service 
in the mounted arms. In the protest which has been 
sent to the Treasury Department by the Secretary of 
War it is asserted that it cost less to purchase the young 
horses and train them, if forage could be raised, instead 
of bought by contract, than if older horses were bought. 
Besides, the young horses are more suitable and last 
longer and render better service. They increase the effi- 
ciency of Cavalry and Field Artillery. The Comptroller 
insists that the law must be changed, otherwise there 
will be all sorts of advantages taken of the War Depart- 
ment’s construction of the existing statutes. If farms 
may be conducted out of the funds appropriated for Army 
animals it would be possible to build foundries for the 
manufacture of stoves issued to the Military Establish- 
ment. It now becomes necessary for the Secretary of 
War te request Congress so to change the law as to 
permit the quartermasters to buy these young horses, 
some of which have recently been acquired of dealers in 
western and northern New York. 





The San Antonio (Texas) Light of April 30 says: 
“Since Electric Park opened for this season the manage- 
ment of the dancing pavilion has been confronted with 
a delicate proposition by denying men in uniform the 
right to dance. It is argued that this ruling applies to 
all uniformed men, such as motormen, conductors, fire- 
men and policemen, but as there are hundreds of soldiers 
to one of any of these others, the decision affects them 
more vitally, and has aroused much comment on the part 
of officers and men. The matter has been given special 
prominence by the fact that the ruling applies to officers 
as well as enlisted men. On a few occasions officers 
have gone to the park attired in uniform, and when 
wishing to dance were told that they were barred, a 
uniform being a uniform, whether worn by an officer, 
a private, a conductor or a fireman. Some of the men 
are inclined to think that they are discriminated against, 
and have expressed this opinion freely. The manager 
called on General Carter and explained the matter to 
him, and the General was of the opinion that in point 


of law he was within his rights. He stated further that 
he could take no action in the matter, that the men 
were allowed to go where they pleased when on town 
leave, but that on finding their uniforms debarred them 
from certain pleasures they would either don civilian 
garb or stay away in the future.” 


The astonishing record made by Major Bailey K. 
Ashford, Med, Corps, U.S.A., in his fight against the 
hookworm in Porto Rico was testified to by Governor 
George R. Colton, of that island, who arrived in New 
York from Washington on April 26 on his way back to 
San Juan. He said that 300,000 cases of the hookworm 
had been cured in the island, and that the disease has 
been virtually eradicated in the towns and low country, 
though still prevalent in the coffee district and hill 
country, where about three-fourths of the population is 
affected, reducing the value of labor fifty per cent. 
Governor Colton considers the island ideal for a winter 
resort, and expects to see it soon become a Mecca for 
northern tourists in the cold months. Last year the 
island was visited by eight thousand tourists. The ex- 
terior trade of the island has grown from seventeen 
inillion dollars in 1901 to sixty-eight millions in 1910. 
The health and sanitation service has been conducted by 
the municipalities, but Governor Colton has been in 
Washington seeking Congressional authority to designate 
an officer of the Medical Corps, U.S.A., as director of 
sanitation, expecting to appoint Major Ashford to that 
position. 





If the sentiment expressed in the 1911 Howitzer rep- 
resents the general desire of the Military Academy, we 
shall probably see the influence of that institution di- 
rected this year to having the annual football contest 
with the Naval Academy playel the Saturday before 
Thanksgiving instead of after. ‘In the account of the 
football game played last fall between the Académies, 
on page 114, we fiud this: “Next year the team will go 
down to the game—we hope on the Saturday before 
Thanksgiving—carrying with them that spirit ‘of fight, 
fight. fight, and a determination to lick the Navy.” So 
excellent are the portraits of the players scattered 
through the story of the game that one could wish that 
the name of each were attached to the picture. While 
not depreciating the fine work of the Navy team, the 
analysis of the match seems to ascribe the defeat of the 
Army eleven to its crippled condition. Elsewhere in the 
number we have portraits of the officers and academic 
faculty of the Academy and portraits, nicknames and 
facetious biographies of the first class. The volume is 
as creditable as usual in matter, illustrations and letter- 
press. 
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In a recent speech President Taft said: “International 
law has no sanction except in the conscience of nations, 
and nations have not anywhere near the conscience that 
individuals have. You have a mob, and consider the 
spirit that governs it as distinguished from that which 
governs the individuals making the mob, and you find 
that that illustrates the difference between the conscience 
of the individual and the conscience of a nation, and yet 
the utilitarian spirit or perhaps a real conscience in all 
nations has ultimately brought about a sanction for 
what we call international law without any power to 
enforce it, but simply from the general public opinion 
of all the peoples of the world. Begun by individuals, 
reasoned from their own consciences and from their own 
sense of justice, without any power to enforce their 
opinion, and finally but reluctantly adopted by nations 
by common consent, the history of the growth of the 
international law may well command our admiration, our 
wonder and our hope for a growth in the scope and 
sanction of such law in the future that should make us 
all optimists.” 
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Earl Roberts is the president of the newly organized 
Naval and Military Emigration League, which has been 
formed in England under the patronage of the Duke of 
Connaught. The object of the league is to advise ex- 
service men, including officers, on the subject of emigra- 
tion and the openings for employment and settlement in 
oversea dominions. A further object is to assist those 
in need by advancing money to cover the cost of passage 
and other expenses. The development of the naval spirit 
in Australia, which the visit of the American Battleship 
Fleet had not a small part in fostering, affords an 
opportunity for former British men of the fleet to begin 
life abroad in a congenial atmosphere. There has just 
been published in Australia the first number of | the 
Australasian Army, Navy and Defense Review, the pur- 
pose of this publication being to encourage proper 
military training in the antipodes. The editor is G. C. 
Craig, author of “Federal Defense of Australasia.” Ad- 
miral Sir R. V. Hamilton contributes to the initial 
number an article on “Lessons of Sea Power.” 
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The proposed arbitration treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain has hardly been spoken of 
before it inflames the passions of men. Several bodies 
of foreign-born citizens of this country point out that 
such a treaty would really amount to an alliance with 
England, and thus might prejudice us in the eyes of 
other nations. Irish-American and German-American 
societies of New York city have sent a joint protest to 
the House of Representatives, in which they say: “We 
are unalterably opposed to an alliance with Great Britain 
in any form or under any disguise; we are against the 
establishment of closer relations than those now existing 
between this Government and Great Britain, on the 
ground that such alliance or closer relationship would 
invoke resentment on the part of the other European 
Powers and destroy our relations with them.” This view 
of arbitrational relations between countries is one that 
doubtless will have a large influence in shaping the atti- 
tude of Congress toward the proposed treaty. 





Work on the new German battleships Moltke and 
Goeben is being pushed. It is intended that the Moltke 
shall begin her trial trips not later than Aug. 1, and 
the Goeben, which was launched March 28, is to be 
ready for service in August, 1912. The Moltke and the 
Goeben are intended to be “record breakers” in point of 
speed. The Von der Tann claims the present German

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The Philadelphia Ledger, discoursing on the subject 
of “respect for the uniform,” says: “The value of the 
modern warship as a school for the making of manly 
men is universally recognized, but, as the men of the 
battleship Kansas point out in the last number of their 
little monthly periodical, there is all the difference in 
the world between the men who voluntarily seek the 
Service, willing to learn and serve, and the culprit who 
regards the life and its associations as punishment, and 
feels justified in shirking net and making trouble for 
himself and his messmates. The latter are fully justified 
in making the lives of recruits of the incorrigible class 
miserable, and the sooner the impression is dissipated 
that the naval service is the refuge, voluntary and other- 
wise, of the misfits and the failures of civil life, the 
better it will be for the Navy and for society.

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The valuable article by Capt. Charles F, Craig, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., of the Army Medical Museum in Wash- 
ington, on “The Nature of the Virus of Yellow Fever, 
Dengue and Pappataci Fever” has been reprinted in 
pamphlet form from the New York Medical Journal of 
Feb. 25, 1911. It is a matter of congratulation to the 
Army that the chief work upon both yellow fever and 
dengue was done by officers of the Army Medical Corps. 
These and pappataci fever are all three transmitted by 
an insect, resemble one another in many of their clinical 
features, and are alike due to a filterable virus the exact 
nature of which is still one of the unsolved problems of 
medicine. 
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“A Born Prussian” calls our attention to the fact 
that “there never was a General Sharnhort, of Prussia, 
or in the Prussian army, neither was there ever a battle 
fought at Jena-Aerstadt.” He says: “There was a 
General Sharnhorst (mark the s, which makes the name 
entirely appropriate to the greatness of the man), and 
there was also a Jena-Auerstadt. Aerstadt in German is 
no proper expression of anything, but Auerstadt means 
a settlement surrounded by beautiful blooming meadows 
(‘Au’en’). ‘Taking an ordinary expression in German 
of ‘Aerstadt?’ would mean ‘Luftstadt,’ and. perhaps it 
might have been just as well, as the Prussians of that 
battle, no doubt, left plenty of air behind them.

John Stuart Thompson, in his new _ book, “The 
Chinese,” suggests the settlement of all Far Eastern 
questions by “the patrol of the Pacific by the entire 
American Navy, just as the Atlantic seas must be dele- 
gated to the entire British fleet.” This would hold Japan 
within bounds, which would be really welcomed by 
Japan’s taxpayers, who now uselessly bow under propor- 
tionately the heaviest per capita tax of any nation. Since 
John Hay’s proposals of 1899 the Chinese people, Mr. 
Thompson says, look to America as the savior of their 
territorial integrity, the maintainer of the ‘open door 
for all, and the policeman of international peace, who 
aims to acquire no one’s land. 
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The new B.T.U. system of purchasing coal for the 
Army has proved to be a success. The bids which have 
been received" at ‘the Quartermaster’s Department show 
a substantial reduction in the price of coal in all of the 
larger posts and most of the smaller stations. Under 
the British Thermal Unit system more bids were received 
by the quartermasters and as a consequence there was 
a sharper contest for the contracts. In addition to se- 
curing a reduction in the price the Department will ob- 
tain its supply of coal under more favorable terms. It 
' is obligated to take only the amount that is needed by 
the Service and the deliveries will be more satisfactory. 
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In the report of “Rifle Shooting in the United States 
for the Year 1910,” issued by the National Board for 
the Promotion of Rifle Practice, there is an article by 
Lieut. George C. Shaw, 27th U.S. Inf., entitled, ‘Rifle 
Shooting in the Army,” in which an error has occurred. 
Lieutenant Shaw wishes to call attention to the fact 
that the standing of the Service teams (see page 42) 
should read: “In 1907, Cavalry, fourth; Infantry, 
eighth.” 
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Major Gen. W. P. Biddle, commandant of the U.S. 
Marine Corps, has directed that, beginning July 1 ‘next, 
all posts of the Marine Corps, now rationed by the con- 
tract system, will inaugurate a system of rationing which 
contemplates the purchase of the various components of 
the ration by items, and the issue of such components 
directly to troops. The necessary orders bearing on this 
hew system of ration supply have been issued. 
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SANITARY CONDITIONS, MANEUVER CAMP. 


Referring to the criticism on the Maneuver Division 
made by a New York National Guard officer, and re- 
ported in our issue of April 29, one of the highest medical 
authorities of the Army, who is and has been at the 
camp, says in a personal letter dated San Antonio, 
May 1: 


“Where such experienced officers as Colonel McLach- 
lin, Major von Herwerth and Captain Chambrun, visitin 
foreign officers, who certainly should be disinterested, a 
declare that this is one of the cleanest and most sanitary 
camps they have ever seen, and when one of them— 
Colonel McLachlin—who has served practically all over 
the world said he had never seen anything like it and 
wanted to learn how it was done, I think it safe to 
disregard the misleading and, to say the least, inaccurate 
reports of the inexperienced Militia officer, whose nose 
may have been put out of joint because he was not 
entertained with sham battles and other spectacular 
things which are not being pulled off at this camp, as 
this is considered to be a strictly business proposition, 
= the Militia gentlemen were so informed by General 

arter. 

“As to the matter of flies, they are here, but in less 
numbers, I believe, than in any camp I have ever seen, 
and every effort to exterminate them by petrolizing and 
burning over the picket lines and the destruction, as 
far as possible, of all matter which affords them a 
breeding place is being made. As to the screening: For 
several weeks after we arrived here we assumed that a 
hasty movement might take place at any time, and, of 
course, did not think of screens, tent floors or many of 
the other camp luxuries that go with a peace maneuver 
or Militia encampment, where all arrangements are made 
several months ahead and where the troops find a sort 
of Waldorf-Astoria camp already prepared for them, and 
do not have to eat off the ground and ‘swipe’ flies, and 
do many of the other vulgar things a soldier in campaign 
is often compelled to do. And besides, of course, a fly 
is dangerous only when there is infectious material for 
him to convey, and if this self-appointed sanitarian had 
only taken a note or two about the way in which all 
excreta are absolutely sterilized by fire and all wastes, 
both liquid and solid, disposed of in the kitchen crema- 
tory by the same agent, perhaps the fly bugaboo would 
not have frightened him so much. When it was found 
that there was to be some degree of permanency to the 
camp, screens were ordered for kitchens and mess rooms, 
and all organizations are now so equipped. 

“T am at a loss to understand just what this swift 
young Militiaman (he must be quite young) means by 
the ‘lack of litter bearers,’ unless he refers to the regi- 
mental sanitary personnel, and these, excepting the men 
necessary to supervise sanitation, were withdrawn from 
the regiments where they were not then needed and 
temporarily sent to the field hospitals and ambulance 
companies for purposes of instruction. We have four 
field hospitals and four ambulance companies ready for 
any duty, barring the lack of animals for one. I have 
heard nothing but praise from the Militia medical officers, 
all of whom seemed to be well satisfied. 

“Our sick report, in spite of atrociously bad weather, 
continues at about one and one-half per cent. (less than 
one-half of that of home posts), and is made up of a 
miscellaneous lot of odds and ends having no reference 
whatever to camp conditions. You know we have had 
one case of typhoid fever in an uninoculated teamster. 
The case is isolated at the base hospital, is running a 
mild course, and the contacts, seven in number, who 
were isolated and disinfected in the usual way, have 
now passed the ordinary period of incubation and nothing 
has developed, so we are not looking for anything more 
from these.” 


PRESIDENT TAFT ON THE PEACE PROBLEM. 


The drumbeat on the Rio Grande echoes through every 
line of the address of President Taft at the opening of 
the third National Peace Congress in Baltimore on May 
3. It is such a speech as one would expect from a man 
who has found a drilled army at his command with which 
to face the troublesome complications that have arisen 
and may still arise out of the Mexican uprising. It is a 
different speech, we take the liberty of assuming, from 
the one he would have made a year ago when he was 
without the experience that has come to him in the last 
few weeks in connection with the troubles across the 
border. In his previous experience as Chief Magistrate 
his view of war might have been more nearly accorded 
with that of a pure theorist, but since the interests of the 
United States became involved in the disorder in Mexico, 
he was compelled to consider the Army as the strongest 
factor for the bringing about of peace. 

It was only natural, therefore, that the President 
should tell his audience in Baltimore that, while encour- 
aging arbitration in every way possible, “we must realize 
that we are dealing with a world that is fallible and full 
of weakness, with some wickedness in it, and that re- 
forms worth having are brought about little by little and 
not by one blow. I do not mean to say by this that I 
am not greatly interested in bringing about the arbitra- 
tion treaty, or the arbitration treaties, that are men- 
tioned, but I do think that we are likely to make more 
progress if we look forward with reasonable foresight 
and realize the difficulties that are to be overcome than 
if we think we have opened the gate to eternal peace with 
one key and within one year.” 

Such is the opinion of a man who has been suddenly 
called upon to face a situation in the solution of which 
he would have been sadly at a loss without the assistance 
of the fighting machine that he has been able to gather 
near the banks of the Rio Grande, ready to meet any 
emergency that may arise. In this respect President 
Taft towered far above the men to whom he spoke on the 
subject of peace. Indeed, we believe that the experi- 
ence he has had in the last three months would have con- 
verted into a militarist even so gentle a soul as Alfred 
Love, for many years the head of the peace movement in 
Philadelphia. If Mr. Love, or Mr, Carnegie, or Cardinal 
Gibbons had been president of the United States in. the 
last three months, either would have learned bv the hard 
facts of each succeeding day that there are situations in 
a nation’s life when force is the only arbiter, and that 
that force must be applied suddenly and with effective- 
ness else a prolonged war may result. 

In civilian independence such men seek to make the 
facts of life fit a theory that may be all the more im- 
practicable because of its very loveliness. Mr. Taft has 
been compelled to fit his theories to the actualities that 
have confronted him, with the welfare of ninetv millions 
of people confided to his care. Upon his shoulders rests 
the responsibility in a large degree of preserving , pones 
in the Western Hemisphere. From the Straits of agel- 
lan to Hudson’s Bay there is no single figure so power- 





ful as he for the keeping of peace, and he would be less 
than the clear-headed statesman we take him to be if he 
should not understand thoroughly the necessity of looking 
that responsibility in the , and ng to meet it 
without any appeal to the sentimentality that so largely 
flavors the proceedings of peace congresses. 





VON REVENTLOW IN A STATE OF ERUPTION. 


(By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Telegraph to the New 
ork Times.) 


Berlin, May 6 (by telegraph to Clifden, Ireland; 
thence by wireless).—The Pan-German party has made 
the discovery that America sees things with anti-German 
sentiment, and threatens dire reprisals unless the people 
of the United States mend their ways. 

That journalistic high priest of pan-Germanic fire 
eaters, Count von Reventlow, in his latest outburst in 
the Deutsches-Tages-Zeitung, warns Americans that the 
cost of their Germanophobism may be a German alliance 
with Japan, and adjures them to phuse and consider the 
effect of such a community of interests on American 
policy. 

Von Reventlow is particularly agitated over a recent 
article in the ARMy AND Navy JournaL describing 
Japan as America’s most likely enemy on the west and 
Germany as the most probable foe on the east, and 
setting forth that American safety on the Atlantic lies 
in launching a Dreadnought for every vessel of that type 
laid down for the Kaiser’s navy. 

The Count admits that the Americans have every cause 
to anticipate a struggle with Japan, but scouts the 
possibility of a German-American conflict. He asserts 
that “Anglomaniac sailors” like Mahan and Commander 
Sims are chiefly responsible for propagating distrust of 
Germany, and that they find willing allies in the British 
press and people, who are accused of losing no opportu- 
nity to poison American public opinion with reference 
to Germany. 

The Count declares that the Washington authorities 
understand perfectly well the duplicity and hollowness 
of British pretensions, but that “American public opinion, 
notwithstanding its immense powers, does not possess 
the slightest political perspective,” and is therefore an 
easy prey 10 British influences. 

“Hitherto,” concludes von Reventlow, “America has 
allowed itself to be spoiled by the blessings of nature so 
richly bestowed upon her, and has attempted to pursue 
a policy of bluff toward other nations. The potash 
dispute with Germany was the latest example of those 
tactics. Germany is not deceived by them, but the un- 
mistakable anti-German sentiments now prevailing in 
the United States compel our attention, if only that we 
may avoid delusions.” 





THE MILITARY ACADEMY HOWITZER. 


Few Howitzers in the history of the Military Academy 
have had a more forceful and poetic salutatory than that 
which graces the opening pages of the 1911 Howitzer, 
and comes from the pen of Col. Charles W. Larned, of 
the class of ’70. In one part he says: “A year ago 
your Prologue stood with sixteen of his class mates in 
front of his own quarters to be photographed facing the 
spot where, forty years before, fifty-eight of us had 
stood with bared heads saluting the corps the ‘Never 
Again’ farewell that a century of classes before yours 
have rendered their comrades of the gray; while parents 
and sweethearts applauded and welcomed us to that 
world to which we had been so long strangers. That 
anniversary night at the dinner the spirit of class 
brotherhood swept over us like a tide, and filled our 
hearts with the same glow of comradeship that hallowed 
our parting at graduation; and the fires of class affection 
that had smouldered these many years under the varying 
eventualities of life flamed up with all the intensity of 
corps life, and awakened in each one a voice of remini- 
seent eloquence that tlrrilled and enchanted all. It was 
not alone the spirit of class, but the spirit of the corps 
that with subconscious activity had been vital in us, 
and, undying through life’s vicissitudes, had asserted its 
power in the hour of our reunion.” Dwelling upon the 
rapidity of change in the world to-day, which makes “as 
much of a difference between your world and that of 
your grandfathers as between their time and the age of 
Louis XIV.,” Colonel Larned impresses upon the class 
that the time when the soldier was only an automatic 
creature of wood, as it were, fitted only for the despotic 
purposes of tyrants, and«shaving no place in a modern 
republic nor in the modern world at all, has passed, and 
SAYS: 

“Not only does the _ military profession to-day 
require intelligence of a high order, initiative, judgment 
and discretion, of every commissioned officer. but of the 
enlisted men ag well, and in our land the officer has not 
ceased to be a citizen in becoming a soldier; and burning 
questions of the day are as intimately related to his 
responsibilities of command and his personal welfare as 
to the duties and interests of the civilian. * * * 
More and more the old rigid line between the soldier 
and the citizen is disappearing, while the military pro- 
fession is taking a practical position among the other 
activities of social and political life. Modern society is 
coming to appreciate the fact that there is a great and 
useful function in the energies and organized intelligence 
of a military class. As an object lesson of restraint and 
orderly control alone it serves as a fine moral tonic for 
society; and operates as a perpetual check upon the 
violence of social impulse. When these militant in- 
fluences are made operative on a whole people, as in the 
case of Germany and others, they become educative of 
a higher citizenship and energize the industrial and 
commercial life of a nation.” Discussing the present 
anti-militarist movement, the good that is in it and the 
error that is in it, Professor Larned tells his young 
readers to be “well assured that your profession is a 
noble one, that the upright. educated soldier belongs to 
the highest type of man and citizen, and is approved by 
Scrivture and honored in historv, The greatest characters 
of the Old Testament were both soldiers and law-givers; 
and in the New the three laymen most distinguished by 
divine approval, without the slightest reprobation of their 
calling, were captains of infantry in the regular Roman 
army. An expectation of universal peace based upon 
disarmament and an appeal to argument has no warrant 
in existing conditions; and an attack upon the Army, 
the soldier and military preparation has no foundation 
in logic nor warrant in Holy Scripture.” A page in the 
middle of the volume is given vn to a portrait of the 
late Midshipman Earl Dunlon Wilson. U.S.N., who died 
recently of injuries received in a football match,

In the annual report of rifle shooting in the United 
States for the year 1910, issued by the National Board 
for the Promotion of Rifle Practice, are three interesting 
reports from officers of the Regular Services. Lieut. 
George C. Shaw, 27th U.S. Inf., captain of the Army 
Infantry Team for 1910, tells of rifle shooting in the 
Army; Lieut. A. G. Howe, U.S.N., has an article on 
rifle shooting in the Navy, and Capt, C. H. Lyman, 
U.S.M.C., Inspector of Target Practice, tells of rifle 
shooting in the Marine Corps. 

Lieutenant Shaw, in his remarks, says, in part: 

“The reports will show that but few qualified as ex- 
perts in 1910, on account of the invisibility of the targets 
at 500 and 600 yards. Probably not over one per cent. 
of, the men firing the expert course will qualify, and 
these men, who are all sharpshooters, constitute about 
thirty per cent. of all the men firing in the Army. So 
it is possible that the expert course may be modified, as 
it is detrimental to marksmanship to have the course 
so difficult that the sharpshooters believe it is impossible 
for them to qualify as experts. 

“The National Matches have been of great benefit to 
the Army. They have brought the best of the Army 
riflemen in touch with the expert shots of the National 
Guard, from whom we have learned all we know about 
long range shooting. They have brought about changes 
in the rifle and ammunition that have been most valuable 
to the Army and entire country, and it is probable that 
further changes due to the National Match will be made 
in the sights of the rifle. The National Matches have 
made everyone realize the value of good ammunition. 
Improvements began at once, and to-day our ammunition 
is not excelled by any. At. first the government 
ammunition was decidedly inferior to that of private 
manufacturer, but it has improved recently, until in 
1910 it was not excelled by any of the same weight of 
bullet. The rifle, too, has shown the effect of these 
matches. At first many expert riflemen used rifles with 
special barrels made by skilled gunmakers, who were able 
to make q more accurate barrel than that turned cut 
by the government arsenals. 


“To-day, however, few special barrels are used, as 
those. sent out from the government arsenals are con- 
sidered as good as can be made. In addition to the 


improvements in barrels, many minor improvements have 
been made in the rifle, and these have benefited the Army 
at large more than it has realized. In the early days 
of the National Matches the Regulars won but few 
individual prizes, but since 1909 that has changed, and 
the officers and men of the Service teams have won a 
large share of all the great individual matches. To-day 
the Ariny is not behind any state in marksmanship, nor 
should it be. With its large number of enthusiastic 
riflemen, both commissioned and enlisted, it should_con- 
tinue to lead the forces of the United States. From 
the Army should be sent officers and men to help the 
weaker states, until every state force, no matter how 
small, is composed of men skilled in the use of the rifle. 

“The National Matches should never be closed to the 
Service teams, as advocated by some. At present the 
Service teams and the National Guard are in close touch, 
and nothing should be done to force them apart. Although 
the Service teams have won the National Team Match 
for the past five years, improvements in team training 
and increasing range facilities have caused great im- 
provement in the marksmanship of many state teams, 
and I believe that the near future will see the National 
Match won by a state team. The states must not be 
discouraged, because they cannot all be at the top at 
once. It must be remembered that but fifteen teams 
shot in the National Match of 1903, seven years ago, 
and that the majority of the state teams have been 
created since that time. 

“Many are in favor of holding the National Matches 
every other year only. This would allow the states to 
use the money now spent for transportation in building 
rifle ranges. This might be a good plan, but I think a 
better one would be for the General Government to 
furnish transportation for all teams to the National 
Matches, thus placing all teams on the same basis as 
far as expense is concerned. The interest must be kept 
up. and you cannot do this with the matches so far 
apart. The majority of the good shots have been made 
by hard work, and the hardest work has been to get the 
men started. If you can get men started, and get them 
so that they think they can shoot, the rest is easy, pro- 
vided there is something to shoot for, something to keep 
up the interest. 

“The Army considers the National Match a great 
school, where much may be learned about rifle shooting. 
It is working for the general welfare, and not for itself 
only ; and, with that in mind, it is more than willing to 
give any knowledge it may gain at these matches to those 
who may desire it.” . 

Lieutenant Howe, of the Navy, in the course of his 
remarks has this to say: 

“The great interest in small-arms practice in the Navy 
is of comparatively modern growth. is improvement 
in the interest and efficiency in small-arms firing is well 
indicated by the fact that for the year ending June 30, 
1906, out of over 10,000 officers and men firing the pre- 
scribed courses, only thirty-six qualified as sharpshooters 
and marksmen, whereas for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1909, of 8,482 officers and men firing the prescribed 
courses, 180 qualified as expert riflemen, 251 as sharp- 
shooters and 568 as marksmen. The Navy Rifle Team 
first entered in the National Match in 1903, and 1907 
saw the first entrv of the Naval Academy Rifle Team 
into this field. Both teams have continued in this 
competition since their first entry, resulting in a great 
interest in small-arms firing and a dissemination of 
yaluable information throughout the Navy. 

“The greatest handicap to the small-arms work in the 
Navy is a lack of sufficient up-to-date and well equipped 
ranges. The only two ranges of considerable importance 
are those at the Naval Academy and at Guantanamo, 
Cuba. ; 

“Every vessel carries out the course of small-arms 
firing once or twice each year. Substantial rewards are 
paid for good shooting, sharpshooters are additionally 
rewarded by a medal, to which a bar is attached if they 
qualify as expert riflemen, and an expert pistol shot’s 
bar is to be designed. Men qualifying as marksmen are 
put through the sharpshooters’ course, and men qualify- 
ing as sharpshooters are put through the expert riflemen’s 
course. During the cruises of the vessels of the Navy 
small-arms matches are often fired with rifle teams and 
clubs from foreign ships and in foreign countries. .While 
firing under unknown conditions. these teams, selected 
almost at random from the different ships, and with 
little or no opportunity to learn the conditions of the 
ranges on which they fire and to learn each other’s 
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peculiarities in shooting, always acquit themselves 
creditably, and in many cases win from strong and 
experienced teams.” 

Captain Lyman, in speaking of the shooting in the 
Marine Corps, says, in part: 

“At the close of the target year 1910 more than one- 
third of the enlisted men of the Marine Corps held 
qualifications as expert riflemen, sharpshooters or marks- 
men, being divided as follows: Expert riflemen, 555; 
sharpshooters, 1,927; marksmen, 1,396. The preliminary 
training of the men, which has received considerable 
attention during the last few years, has contributed 
largely to the above showing. 

“The team which competes annually in the National 
Matches at Camp Perry, Ohio, is usually composed 
almost entirely of enlisted men, as it has been the policy 
of the Marine Corps to have the men who are habitually 
armed with the rifle represent it in competitions. The 
team is not generally selected until a short time before 
the date set for the matches. Last season the team 
candidates were assembled at the Marine Corps Rifle 
Range, so that prior to the selection of the team their 
services could be utilized as instructors of the men from 
the various barracks who would be sent to the range for 
practice. 

“Besides attaining second place in the National Team 
Match, the winning of the President’s Match by Sergt. 
William A. Fragner and the Individual Military Rifle 
Shooting Championship by Corpl. George W. Farnham 
were especially gratifying features of the season’s work 
at Camp Perry. ; 

“Not only at home, but abroad as well. do we hear 
of Marine Corps victories with the rifle. Pekin, China, 
is a long way off, and news does not reach the United 
States very often, especially shooting news, and it is 
especially interesting to hear of rifle shooting victories 
in that far away place by marines. The above photo- 
graph is of a Marine Corps team that cleaned up the 
British, German, Austrian and Italian teams in two 
matches, the teams using the military arms of the respec- 
tive countries.” 


THE SERVICE MEDICAL DEPARTMENTS. 


At the banquet of the Philadelphia Medical Club in 
honor of President Taft on May 4 excellent addresses 
were made by representatives of the Services in addi- 
tion to the tribute paid by the President to the achieve- 
ments of the military medical men, which we published 
in our last issue. Surg. Gen. George H. Torney, U.S.A., 
was received with a lusty round of applause when he 
rose to speak. He gave a minute description of the slow 
but steady advancement of affairs medical in the Army, 
tracing the wavering steps from the time of the Revo- 
lutionary War down through the War of 1812, when the 
Department received only secondary consideration, and 
then through the Civil War, when the staff of the Medi- 
cal Department performed such signal service in the 
Army. General Torney referred to the work done in 
Cuba, and the Panama Canal, characterizing the sani- 
tation of these countries as among the greatest medical 
achievements of the age, In speaking of the present-day 
situation he said: 

“To-day the Army Medical Department is engaged in 
an anti-typhoid campaign for the prevention of that 
dread disease. This campaign has followed the work of 
the typhoid board, composed of Musser, Thayer, Lambert, 
Vaughn, O'Reilly, Russell and Flexner. In Texas to- 
day there is a division of the United States troops, every 
man of which is vaccinated against this infection. In 
that division not a single case of typhoid fever, which is 
a disabling disease of armies, has occurred. In _ the 
Spanish War typhoid fever developed in ninety per cent. 
of all the regiments within eight weeks after their organ- 


ization.” 
Charles F. Stokes, U.S.N., who was

heartily greeted, said that “instead of, as in the past, 
having its field of usefulness restricted to the treatment 
of sick sailors, the Medical Department of the Navy 
to-day stands side by side with the fighting branches in 
adding to military efficiency and all that has to do with 
making the winning of battles possible. You physicians 
in civil life are giving considerable attention to the so- 
called occupational diseases. These diseases have been 
for a long time the subject of careful study by naval 
medical officers, not on economical and humanitarian 
grounds, as they would interest you, but on a score of 
pure military efficiency; for example, the solution of the 
problem of sustaining life in disabled submarines is a 
complex proposition. Men who manipulate the search- 
lights must be screened from certain rays, otherwise 
their eyesight is seriously damaged. Ears must be pre- 
pared for and protected against the blasts of gun fire. 
The continual use of telescopic sights by gun-pointers 
frequently leads to serious impairment of vision, 

“Until recently the Atlantic Fleet was so organized 
that had it gone into battle the breakdown in the Medi- 
cal Department would have been one of the most ap- 
palling in history. This condition of affairs was the 
result of a one-sided development. The awakening of a 
new spirit in the Navy Department, one of co-ordina- 
tion and co-operation, in other words, team work, with 
military efficiency as its prime object, has made the 
solution of this problem possible. 

“It is perfectly plain that medicine and surgery, by 
virtue of what they are doing and have done to promote 
military efficiency, stand in the front rank of the fighting 
arm of the nation, and any attempt to unduly subordinate 
them and deprive them of the recognition that is their 
just due should be combated to the bitter end.” 


ASSOCIATION INTERNATIONAL RIFLEMEN. 


The first annual dinner of the Association of American 
International Riflemen was held on Friday, May 5, at 
the Hotel Astor, New York, and was a great success. 
Since the formation of the association the members have 
been annually entertained at Sea Girt at the close of the 
rifle season by its president, Brig. Gen. Bird W. Spencer. 
At the meeting last year a committee was named to 
arrange a dinner in New York, and the success of the 
first one will undoubtedly ensure the continuance of the 
affair. Capt. Arthur E. Wells, of the 7ist N.Y., was 
chairman of the dinner committee. 

While the uncertain movements of the Atlantic Fleet 
made it impossible for the Navy contingent to be repre- 
sented at the dinner, and the Mexican revolution had 
the same effect on the Army and Marine Corps members, 
f{wenty-one were present when General Spencer launched 
into the first of the twenty-odd speeches recorded. They 
were Brig. Gen. Bird W. Spencer, New Jersey: Lieut. 
Col. N. B. Thurston, Lieut. Col. J. Hollis Wells. Col. 
Leslie H. Bruce, Major Henry C. Wilson, Capt. Robert 





McLean, Col. H. F. Clark, Dr. W. G. Hudson, D. C. 
Meyer, Lieut. O. M. Beach, jr., E. C. Robinson, E. 
Thees, Lieut. W. B. Short, Ord. Sergt. George E. Bryant, 
Capt. George W. Corwin, Ord. Sergt. George H. Doyle, 
Capt. A. C. True, Fred H. Wells, Capt. A. E. Wells, of 
New York; Capt. K. K. V. Casey, of Pennsylvania; 
John W. Hessian, of Connecticut. 

The applications of the following associate candidates 
were acted on favorably at the dinner: Capts. W. G. 
Fay and W. W. Low and Ist Lieuts, F. D. Kilgore and 
M. E. Shearer, U.S.M.C., who shot in competition with 
the H.M.S. Cambrian at the Kakaako range, Honolulu, 
on March 20, 1909; A, Elliott Ranney, of New York, a 
former crack on the New York state team, who shot as 
a member of the Manhattan Rifle and Revolver Associa- 
tion in its revolver match with the Cercle des Carabiniers 
de Paris in May, 1906. Capt. A. C. True, of the 7ist 
N.Y., was elected to active membership, having served as 
commissary officer on the 1903 Bisley team. 

The officers elected for the ensuing year were: Presi- 
dent, Brig. Gen. Bird W. Spencer; vice president, Lieut. 
Col. N. B. Thurston; secretary-treasurer, Capt. Frank 
K. Evans, Marine Corps, retired. All elections were 
unanimous. 

_ The matter of a match between representatives of the 
National Guard of New York and the corresponding 
troops of London was discussed, but no final action taken. 
Such a match would undoubtedly attract great interest, 
and teams representing these cities would include some 
of the best long distance shots of Great Britain and the 
United States. 

The excellent dinner was an incentive to speech- 
making that none present was able to resist, and it closed 
with an eloquent toast to the absent members, some in 
the Philippines, others in Cuba, one on the Mexican 
border and a number at sea, in the best vein of Major 
Wilson. ; General Spencer, as captain of the 1902 Palma 
team ; Colonel Thurston, as captain of the 1907 Palma 
team ; Colonel Bruce, as captain of the 1903 Palma team, 
covered briefly the stirring days they are so identified 
with, while Col. H, F. Clark brought back the beginning 
international matches, with the contests of 1878 and 
1880 as the text for his remarks. An important municipal

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MILITARY CARNIVAL AT DETROIT. 


Detroit, Mich., was treated to a splendid military 
exhibition on May 2 and 3, when the 26th U.S. Infantry, 
Col. Charles A, Booth commanding, gave illustrations of 
drill and Army life in camp and field in the Light Guard 
armory. The military carnival was given under the 
auspices of the Board of Commerce, the proceeds going 
to finance the river féte which is to be given during the 
summer in Detroit. All the varying phases of military 
life were followed with the keenest interest by the throngs 
that crowded the armory. The official box on the open- 
ing evening was occupied by Col. and Mrs. Booth, Lieut. 
Col. James B. Jackson, 26th U.S, Inf., Col. F. H. Laing, 
21st Fusiliers, Windsor, Canada; Lieut. Col. and Mrs. 
Walter Barlow, Ist Regt., Mich. N.G., and Mayor and 
Mrs. Thompson. The regimental colors of the 26th 
draped the box. One of the most enjoyable features of 
the program was the playing of the regimental band 
under Chief Musician J. Belisle. Companies L and B 
first went through the setting-up exercises, and did a 
calisthenic drill to music. Company K did a close order 





drill “that took .the fancy of the audience as the men 
banged their rifle butts on the platform with real enthu- 
siasm,” according to one local chronicler, who, in the 
exuberance of his praise, forgot that with the delicate 
mechanism of the present-day rifle banging of butts is not 
a sign of military efficiency, but quite the reverse. 
Machine-gun platoons gave a display of rapid fire, fol- 
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lowed with a bolo drill. Company K’s bayonet drill was 
much appreciated, as was the Zouave drill of Company 
C, immediately following. An awkward squad, dubbed 
Company Q, afforded a humorous break in the serious 
work of the night, and made a happy foil to the clean-cut 
work of Company A in the Butts Manual. Speaking of 
the entertainment afforded by Uncle Sam’s men from 
Fort Wayne, the Detroit News said: “The 26th’s clean 
shaven, neatly clothed men won many compliments for 
Colonel Booth in his box in the gallery. To Chaplain 
Dickson and Captain Rosenbaum went the credit for 
the smoothness with which the performance was given.” 

The Free Press of May 2 gave a double-column portrait 
of Colonel Booth, whom it thanked for his interest in 
Detroit’s affairs, as shown by his efforts to bring about 
the participation of his regiment in the carnival. Of the 
benefit of such an exhibition to the public and the Army, 
the Free Press of May 4 said: “The people of Detroit 
are under obligation to the War pe rege of the 
United States for its consent to the military exhibition 
which has at once entertained and instructed large 
crowds in the Light Guard armory this week. No better 
means of revealing to the general body of civilians the 
high degree of efficiency of our military force could be 
found, and its effect must assuredly be to create a 
feeling of common interests between the Army and the 
people which does not always prevail. Exhibitions of 
this kind in cities contiguous to military posts would 
bring the soldiers and the ordinary citizens to a clearer 
view of their interdependence, and would lead to a better 
understanding and more harmonious relations. Detroit 
has very seldom had cause to complain of the proximity 
of soldiers, but the men at Fort Wayne have been among 
us but not of us. They have been a group apart, dwelling 
with our people but taking no share in our life. This 
generous contribution of their entertaining capabilities 
to a civil purpose makes them more like ourselves, and 
the residents of this city will now look upon them with 
a new and kindly eye. To Colonel Booth, whose good 
offices made the display possible, to the men who have 
done their share of the work so zealously and capably, 
and to the Board of Commerce which has managed this 
admirable affair, a hearty vote of thanks is due from 
the people of Detroit.” 


OIL FUEL. 

State Mineralogist Aubury, of California, has sent to 
Secretary of War Dickinson a letter as to the use of 
oil fuel. He says, in part: 

“We on the Pacific coast keenly feel that in time of 
war a very great disadvantage would be encountered in 
the movement of troops by sea if coal should remain 
our only fuel for transports; for coal would be secured 
from foreign countries only with difficulty. On the other 
hand, there is a sufficient supply of fuel oil in California 
to meet all needs for a very long term of years. Oil is 
an economical fuel, and, for various tactical reasons, it 
is extremely advantageous that it should be adopted. I 
submit some facts concerning the use of fuel oil on 
transports and other vessels used by the Army of the 
United States. 

.“At present it is necessary to send transports to 
Nagasaki for coal. This would be obviated if oil were 
the fuel in the transports. It would be possible to take 
in nearly enough oil at San Francisco for the trip from 
the Golden Gate to Manila and return. A small amount 
needed to complete the voyage to San Francisco could 
be taken in at Honolulu. ; 

“The use of fuel oil would do away with such acci- 
dents at sea and on shore as now are due to spontaneous 
combustion. Oil can be transferred at sea from one 
vessel to another. In time of war it might be impossible 
to secure sufficient coal at any price. 

“The fuel oil on a transport could be carried in a 
deep tank in the space where the permanent coal bunkers 
are situated now. ‘There could be taken out enough oil 
to serve forty days at the rate of an estimated steaming 
of 300 knots a day, or to carry a transport 12,000 knots. 
The coal that can be stored in the same space could 
carry the ship only 6,600 knots at the same rate of 
steaming. Oil fuel will ensure an increased speed of 
at least one-half knot per hour as compared with coal. 
Steaming under oil fuel is cheaper than steaming under 
coal in times of peace; in time of war the saving by the 
use of oil would be much greater. 

“A coal burning ship betrays its presence by volumes 
of smoke at a distance of many miles. Oil fuel will 
enable a ship to pass undetected. This is especially a 
prime consideration when applied to a transport carrying 
troops. With oil as fuel a transport could have its 
entire cargo space to fill with supplies and munitions of 
war, a matter of much importance.” 
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BRITISH BATTLESHIP LAUNCHINGS. 


The battleship cruiser Princess Royal, a sister vessel 
to the Lion, was launched at Barrow-in-Furness April 
29. The Princess Royal displaces 26,350 tons, and will 
have turbine engines of 70,000 to 75,000 horsepower. 
She is expected to make a speed of thirty knots an hour, 
and will carry eight of the new 13.5-inch guns in four 
turrets, so disposed that all can be discharged on either 
broadside or four ahead and four astern. These pieces 
discharge a shell weighing 1,250 pounds, and can pierce 
the best existing armor plate at a distance of six miles. 
The fire-control system is so arranged that the guns can 
be directed from an armored position. In addition to 
the main battery, the Princess Royal will carry twenty 
or twenty-four 4-inch guns, firing a thirty-one pound 
shell, for defense against torpedo craft, and will be 
fitted with at least three new 21-inch torpedo tubes for 
the discharge of the Hardcastle torpedo, which has a 
range of 7,000 yards. 

The Conqueror, Great Britain’s twentieth Dreadnought, 
was launched on the Clyde May 1. The vessel is the 
third “contingent” battleship ordered in December, 1909, 
and is a duplicate of the Thunderer, which was launched 
on Feb. 1. She has a displacement of 22,680 tons, and 
will be equipped with turbines of a total of 27,000 
horsepower, permitting a contract speed of 21 knots an 
hour. The vessel is 584 feet in length, and will be armed 
with ten 13.5-inch guns and twenty-four 4-inch guns. 

The British battleship Monarch, launched March 30, 
has a length over all of 581 feet, and a breadth of 88 
feet 6 inches. The main armament will consist of ten 
13.5-inch guns, capable of throwing a projectile of about 
1,250 Ibs. weight. The secondary armament consists of 
twenty-four 4-inch guns, and there are also three 21-inch 
torpedo tubes. The designed sneed of the Monarch is 
21 knots, with a horsepower of 27,000. A belt 12 inches 
thick extends fore and aft about 400 feet, and is con- 
tinued to the extremities by thinner plating. Above this

is a belt of nine inches, and there are armored bulkheads 
where the thinner plating ends, and a protective deck 
above the belts. It is understood that the Monarch 
will, like the other battleships of her class, have armored 
control positions as an alternative to the control position 
on her tripod mast, and that the turret armor will be 
ten inches in thickness. Says the Hngineer: “The 
Monarch was built upon a ferro-concrete piled berth, 
the keel being laid at a declivity of half-inch per foot. 
The launching ways, 5 feet 6 inches wide, are laid at a 
declivity of nine-sixteenths inch per foot, with a camber 
of 12 inches, the length of the ground ways being 569 
feet, and the sliding ways 44914 feet, giving a bearing 
surface of 4,946 square feet, and an average pressure of 
nearly two and one-third tong per square foot. For 
releasing the vessel four hydraulic rams, each actuating 
a trigger, were fitted in the standing ways, all connected 
to one center on the launching platform, where the 
pulling of a lever released the pressure from the rams 
and set the vessel free. Owing to the narrowness of the 
River Tyne the Monarch, after clearing the ways, had 
to be quickly brought up, and for this purpose about 
700 tons of drags were arranged in five groups each 
side, each group coming into play forty feet after the 
previous one. The launching weight of the vessel was 
about 11,500 tons, this weight including, besides the main 
structure, all the boilers, funnels, funnel uptakes, casings, 
ete., together with a large amount of auxiliary machinery 
and about 2,000 tons of armor. The fact of a first class 
battleship being built on a slip, and having all these 
weights incorporated before being launched, is a perform- 
ance which has never yet been attempted in this or any 
other country. Each of the eighteen boilers weighs 
twenty-three tons; the funnels are fifty-three feet high 
above the upper deck and weigh eighteen tons each. The 
usual practice hitherto adopted in such battleships has 
been to put the deck plating in place, and in order to 
give the necessary strength for launching the vessel, to 
rivet or bolt down temporarily a large quantity of plating 
which has to be removed after the launch to permit of 
the boilers being shipped. ‘This plating weighs some 
hundreds of tons, and is secured by many thousands of 
bolts and rivets. ‘Therefore, by installing the boilers, 
funnel uptakes, ete., in the early stages of construction, 
not only have the decks and other structures been finally 
completed, but the engine contractors have been able to 
proceed with the other work in the boiler rooms.”

PRESERVATION OF MEAT. 


Major Stephen L’H. Slocum, 2d Cav., while Military 
Attaché at the American Embassy in St. Petersburg 
studied a Russian process of preserving meat, which he 
describes in the Daily Consular and Trade Reports of 
April 10. The process is the invention of Dr. Michael 
Vlasevich, military surgeon of the Russian army, who 
states that the cost of treating each carcass is about two 
and a half cents. The solution used slightly discolors 
the carcass, but did not affect the taste in any way. It 
was ag sweet and normal as freshly slaughtered meat. 
The process consists in the formation upon the surface 
of the meat of a thin, elastic, dry crust, with a strongly 
acid reaction, of the substance of the same organic pro- 
ducts as are to be preserved. A carcass is dipped for a 
few seconds in a tank filled with a 15-20 per cent. solu- 
tion of acetic acid, and is then hung up in the open air 
to be dried. After two or three hours it is once more 
dipped in a tank filled with a solution of gelatin 
saturated with fifteen per cent. of kitchen salt. The 
proportion of dry gelatin for the solution is twenty-four 
drams per liter (0.256 gallon) of warm water. A carcass 
treated in this manner exhales for three or four hours a 
strong odor of acetic acid, owing to which not a single 
fly can sit on it, but to prevent the flies alighting later 
a cover of thick jute generally used for ordinary bags is 
put over the carcass two or three hours after treatment. 

Before thus covering the carcass it is necessary to scorch 
the spinal marrow with red-hot iron where the head is 


‘separated from the neck. The scorched place is coated 


with a fifteen per cent. solution of kitchen salt dissolved 
in gelatin, and is stuffed with pure sterilized salt. Its 
exterior aperture is stopped up with pure hygroscopic 
wadding soaked in the solution of gelatin. The large 
sanguiferous vessels are stopped up with wadding soaked 
in eighty per cent. solution of acetic acid to prevent the 
loss of blood. A carcass thus prepared will not corrupt. 
In case of dampness, or if stored in a closed place, musti- 
ness may appear, but this can be removed by wiping with 
a clean rag or brush soaked in hot water. Meat treated 
in this manner and stored for fourteen or sixteen days 
in summer does not lose its qualities; on the contrary, 
they improve, the soup becoming stronger and the meat 
softer. If there is need of preserving meat for several 
months, in addition to the foregoing process it is neces- 
sary, immediately after slaughtering the animal, to wash 
the sanguiferous vascular system with sterilized ten per 
cent. solution of kitchen salt. In the latter case the meat 
acquires a somewhat salty taste, but only such that it 
becomes needless to salt it when boiling. The broth of 
such meat is quite normal, and if roasted it is even better 
than unsalted meat. For the war and navy departments 
carcasses without skins are to be preferred, because, 
owing to evaporation, they lose a considerable percentage 
of weight without losing any of their nutritive substances, 
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which increases the transportability of such meat as 
compared with meat of freshly slaughtered animals. 
Carcasses treated without skin take a grayish color on 
exterior parts covered with fat, and a dark color wherever 
they are not covered with fat. In the cut the meat is of 
normal color, and has a normal taste, whether it is boiled 
or roasted. 
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WARRANT GRADE FOR NON-COMS. 


Someone is proposing to make an “honest” penny out 
of the post non-commissioned staff of the Army, if we 
may judge from the following anonymous printed or 
typewritten letter sent to us by a correspondent: 

New York Harbor, April 20, 1911. 

Dear Sergeant: In connection with the bill creating the 
warrant grade in lieu of post non-commissioned staff officer, a 
copy of which was forwarded to you some time ago, together 
with a letter of instructions and a promise-to-pay note (the 
promise-to-pay note will be returned as soon as classified and 
recorded), which latter has been received from a great many 
sergeants throughout the Army, it is found absolutely neces- 
sary to have a working fund on hand out of which expenses 
may be met, without making such expenses a burden on the 
hands of only a few. It is desired to collect $5 from each 
member of the post non-commissioned staff and you are 
urgently requested te forward to Mr. Chester A. Gwinn, At- 
torney-at-Law, 106 North Royal street, Alexandria, Va., this 
amount as soon as possible. This amount will be considered 
as part payment on the promise-to-pay note of $50 upon 
passage of the bill. A committee consisting of non-commis- 
sioned staff sergeants stationed near Washington will be ap- 
pointed to see that the money is judiciously expended and ac- 
counted for. The bill has been introduced and your I nag 
action in this matter is hoped for. P. N.C. 8. 


A much more effective and legitimate appeal on behalf 
of a warrant grade for the post non-commissioned staff 
will be found in the letter of a correspondent which 
follows. 








To THE EpiTror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In reply to the article signed “Equal Treatment For 
All” in the JourNaL of April 29 let me say that when 
the grade of ordnance sergeant was first established its 
pay and status were vastly different from those of other 
enlisted men, and they were accorded privileges and 
allowanc*s theretofore utterly unknown for any enlisted 
men of any army. 

The grade of ordnance sergeant was by law made a 
distinct corps between the officers and the other enlisted 
men, a position perfectly analogous to that of the 
warrant officers of the Navy in their status at that time, 
the very object of the creation of this grade being to 
establish an intermediary corps between the officers and 
the other enlisted men—an object which, for many years, 
has been utterly lost sight of. : 

Unless the writer is entirely mistaken (which is very 
possible, and perhaps excusable, as he has no records to 
consult), the pay of this grade remained stationary from 
its first creation until 1908, a period of about sixty years. 
During that time a number of grades were raised to or 
above their level of pay, while new grades were also 
created with the same or higher pay, leaving the pay 
schedule before the change in 1908 as follows: Master 
Signal electrician, new grade, $75; master electrician, 
C.A.C., new grade, $75; engineer, C.A.C., new grade, 
$65; electrician sergeant, first class, C.A.C., new grade, 
$45; electrician sergeant, second class, C.A.C., new 
grade, $35; sergeant major, all arms, $34; regimental 
Q.M. sergeant, all arms, 4; regimental commissary 
sergeant, all arms, new grade, $34; master gunner, 
C.A.C., new grade, $34; sergeant, first class, Signal 
Corps, new grade, $45; sergeant, Hngineers, $34; ser- 
geants, Ordnance and Signal Corps, $34; battalion Q.M. 
sergeant, Hngineers, $34; first sergeant, Engineers, $34; 
chief musician, $60; sergeant, first class, Hospital Corps, 

During all these raises and creations of new grades the 
pay of the post non-commissioned staff slumbered peace- 
fully at $34 per month, until the raise in pay of the 
entire Army in 1908. Then, in addition to all the others, 
the first sergeants of,all arms were also raised to the pay 
level of the post non-commissioned staff. But again that 
old grade was distanced, as its members were debarred 
from earning additional pay for marksmanship or 
gunnery, which is accorded to all others excepting the 
Hospital Corps. So, in pay, they stand now sixteenth 
on the list, instead of first. 

Reference to Army Regulations of 1881 and prior 
issues shows the post non-commissioned staff to rank 
next to the sergeant major. (This clearly for tactical 
reasons only, like the battalion sergeant major taking 
precedence in formations.) In rank, therefore, the post 
N.C. staff has also been overslaughed, standing now sixth 
in order. 

The great majority of the post N.C. staff were ap- 
pointed from regimental N.C. staff and first sergeants. 
Their object at the time was betterment of their status, 
which it then also really was. Conditions to-day, how- 
ever, are such that few indeed of the regimental N.C. 
staff and first sergeants care to apply for this position; 
in fact, it hag come to such a pass that the Quarter- 
master’s Department has even relinquished the funda- 
mental qualification for appointment, namely, that the 
applicant must be a sergeant, and privates are now 
permitted to apply for the position of post quartermaster 
sergeant. 

The foregoing has been set forth, not in any spirit of 
complaint, but to show beyond question that the original 
intention of Congress in creating this grade has been lost 
sight of altogether during the latter thirty years of its 
existence. There are, however, other and really weighty 
reasons why the enactment of this proposed law would 
be, not merely just, but beneficial to the Service and 
result in real economy to the Government. 

The bill calls for mandatory retirement after thirty 
years’ service; this will create more vacancies per year 
than there are commissions available for enlisted men. 
The bill bars no branch of the Service from applying for 
this position, securing thereby “Equal Treatment For All,” 
under such rules as may be laid down by the War De- 
partment. This would result in 

1. Healthy and close competition among all enlisted 
men for this position, insuring the selection of the very 
cream of all enlisted men for this corps: and 

2. It would result in the best possible safeguarding 
of all government property, of which even now about 
eighty per cent. is entrusted to their keeping: the ac- 
counting for stores and property could safely be turned 
over to these men, relieving hundreds of junior officers 
from this to them nowise congenial duty. 

The Hon. Mr. Hay, of Virginia, has proposed a 
supply corps for the Army; if that bill should pass, or 
even if not, by placing warrant officers in charge of all 
property one supply officer would be amply sufficient to 
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carry all the money accounts of a post, instead of several 
as now detailed. 

4. The warrant officers could, with entire propriety, 
be put in as chief clerks of bureaus at department and 
other headquarters, replacing civilians now drawing pay 
of from $150 to $200 per month. 

Reasons why, in justice, there should be a warrant 
grade in the Army: c , 

1. There are warrant officers in the Navy paid up to 
$1,800 per year, and chief warrant officers paid up to 
$2,500 per year. The compensation of the Army war- 
rant officer is placed at $100 per month. 4 

The ordnance sergeant discharges the same duties 
on land as a gunner on a warship; the post commissary 
sergeant and the post quartermaster sergeant the same 
as the paymaster’s clerk in the Navy. Both these Navy 
men are warrant officers. Why not the Army men? 

The Post N.C. Staff are now, under the jaw, enabled 
to receive and account for property. No other enlisted 
men are so empowered. If a warrant grade is to be 
created for the Army, which is believed to be highly de- 
sirable, why should not the post N.C. staff be the ones 
selected, they who were once warrant officers in all but 
the name, who have been found thoroughly competent 
after a severe examination, who are old and reliable sol- 
diers with a highly developed sense of duty and re- 
sponsibility ?

Referring to “Equal Treatment For All”’s criticism 
of pill “H.R. 4661” (warrant grade), allow we to say 
that it is by no means an unjust discrimination against 
the Regimental Non-Commissioned Staff. There are no 
dovtt just as intelligent men in that staff as in the 
Post N.C. Staff, but the unfortunate fact that the pay 
of both was made equal is by no means a reason why 
the former should be included in the warrant grade. 
A first sergeant draws as much pay as either of them 
and yet he gets his position by being a model soldier 
without passing a mental examination. Regimental N.C. 
staff grades are obtained for similar reasons and perhaps 
with the view of giving an old deserving soldier an in- 
creased retired pay. Why should these men be classed 
with men that, besides having to possess all these quali- 
ties, have to prove their fitness for a P.N.C. staff position 
by a staff examination? Granted that, to further the 
efficiency of the Army and to preclude hurt feeling and 
further bickering, all general N.C. staff officers and 
sergeants, major S.G., C.A.C. and regimental should be 
included in said bill, why should the regimental N.C. 
staff, barring the regimental sergeant major? Further- 
more, there would be no incentive for a man to ‘Strive to 
obtain the warrant grade. If the regimental N.C. staff 
would secure the same pay, inasmuch as their grade does 
not involye the same responsibility and accountability 
and, pay and rank being equal, men would prefer (1 for 
my part would), on account of its being the easier of the 
two and less risky, ‘This would not be for the good of 
the Service, but in fact would be an unequal treatment 
for a good many.

IGNORANT CRITICISM OF PHILIPPINES. 
/ Philippines Constabulary, 
Baguio, P.I., March 25, 1911. 
To TIE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL : ‘ 

I note in your issue of Jan. 21, 1911, an article in 
which an officer of the Army is reported as criticising 
the American Government for its lack of military roads 
in the Philippine Islands, and also criticising the system 
of public instruction of the Philippines government. 
While these criticisms might have been justified a few 
years ago, they are now entirely unjust, and I believe 
the time has come when Americans should cease to 
criticise the work of their own people in these islands, : 

With reference to the roads, while there are no mili- 
tary roads, there is something far more valuable, i.e., 
commercial roads. Nine-tenths of the Christian pro- 
vinces in the Philippine Islands have voluntarily con- 
sented to paying a double cedula tax for the purpose of 
constructing and maintaining first class roads throughout 
the islands. I can state, without exaggeration, that 
three-fourths of these Christian provinces have better 
roads than the state of Maryland had in its country 
districts five years ago. I may also state that some of 
the provinces, and will mention Pangasinan and Tayabas 
as examples, have roads leading generally throughout the 
province, which are constructed and maintained equal 
to those of most parks in the United States. ; 

It is true that there are no through roads from Manila 
north, and that in the rainy season the only means of 
transportation would be over the railroad. This would 
he a disadvantage for an army operating in that district 
during the rainy season if the army wanted to take the 
offensive. In the dry season, of course, there would be 
no such difficulty. In this section of the country, how- 
ever, there are cross-roads running from the mountains 
of Zambales on the west to the mountains of Bulacan 
and Nueva Ecija on the east. These roads are raised 
well above the surrounding country, are built according 
to Macadam’s principle, well culverted and ditched. 

As a general thing the rivers are crossed by fine steel 
or concrete bridges. As intimated heretofore, this work 
has been undertaken with earnestness only since the 
present Governor General came into power, but from 
that time the Philippines government Is deserving only 
of praise for the conduct of all public work in these 
islands. 

With reference to the school system, for the past two 
years. at least, the manual training, which your writer 
refers to as being the only proper training for the Fili- 
pino people in the schools, has been given greater 
prominence than any other branch. Industrial schools 
are established in every province. The Bureau of Educa- 
tion is doing also more to extend the influences of 
civilization and the principles of free government than 
I have ever seen it given credit for. 

On a trip last year in Central Mindanao I found a 
fair road constrneted from the sea coast seventy miles 
inland. Along this road. at intervals of about six miles, 
were small settlements leading off of the central road. 
streets at right angles, sidewalks, each house fenced off 
in a little vard of its own and surrounded by a flower 
garden. The land around these towns had been tilled 
and planted, mostly with American vegetables. Each 
town had an industrial school, in which the hoys were 
tanght carpentry and the use of the forge. The agri- 
cultural implements with which the fields were tilled 
were made by the boys. Each school had a plot of land, 
in which different seeds from the: United States were 





tested. Those grown successfully were used as seed for 
the surrounding fields. 

On entering one of the towns in the evening about 
sunset I saw assembled in front of the schoolhouse about 
150 people, who sang “The Star-Spangled Banner” as 
the flag was lowered by the school teacher. Five years 
ago these people were eating raw food and living in little 
houses built in the tree tops. 

I am impelled to write this article because I feel that 
criticism of the work of the United States in these 
islands is unfair, and can spring only from ignorance 
or malice. It is to be regretted that more of the Army 
officers who come to the Philippine Islands do not use 
their leaves of absence in traveling throughout the Pro- 
vinces, rather than in going to Japan. 

There is a little rhyme which we find on many desks 
of officials in the Philippine Islands, and which I think 
worthy of quoting, as showing the feeling of the Amer- 
icans who are working over here toward those who 
criticise them : 

“Put the hammer in the locker, 

Hide the sounding board likewise, 
Anyone can be a ‘knocker,’ 

Anyone can criticise. 
Cultivate a manner winning, 

. Though it hurts your face to smile, 
And seems awkward in beginning— 

Re a ‘booster’ for a while!”

JUSTICE TO THE FRENCH NAVY.

To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your number of April 8, page 940, first column, 
you make certain statements in regards to the French 
navy which, in all fairness, should be corrected. As an 
American citizen who has spent many years in France, 


and is well acquainted with the French navy, I take it 
upon myself to make these corrections. Referring to 
the stav of the American Fleet in French ports at the 
close of last year you draw a comparison between the 
French and American methods, and even in one place 
assert that French officers are brutal to their men: “The 
nromnt response of the men to the boatswain’s whistle 
humiliated the Frenchmen. accustomed to the dramatic 
air, the shower of blows accomnanying obedience to such 
a call on board 9 French vessel.” 

Now, French methods of handling men are certainly 
rot ours: but; nevertheless, I may freely state that 
showers of blows are quite unknown. There is much 
good fellowship between the officers and their men, and 
although soap and water are not indulged in to the same 
extent as in our Service, and although “up to date barber 
shops” are certainly not the rule, French officers. as a 
rule, are 2 fine set of men, worthy of all the admiration 
that can be given them, and it appears rather ill-advised 
for a publication with the high standing of the Army 
AND NAVY JOURNAL to publish so mistaken a criticism 
of a fine and loyal service. 

Brutalizing treatment is unknown in the French navy, 
and if, in many ways, the service is not up to the 
standard set by our own, this is entirely due to the 
political system to which it is subservient, not to the 
officers or the men of which it is composed. 

This correction is made necessary as a mere matter 
of courtesy to a nation friendly to our own, one to which 
we owe much in the creation of our national entity in 
the days of Lafayette and Rochambeau. 

When the American crews were ashore in France 
there were numerous cases of regrettable rowdyism, but 
in France these were properly attributed to the few men 
involved, not to the Service they renresented. We should 
he given to the same broad-mindedness in dealing with 
the bluejackets in the service of France.

CLOTHING AND TRAVEL ALLOWANCES. 
To THE Eptror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Your issue of April 30 contains the encouraging 
news that the War Department is considering legislation 
and amendments to Regulations which will reduce the 
cost of clothing and travel allowances of enlisted men. 
The extravagant and munificent sum of four cents per 
mile paid the soldier on discharge is, if possible, to be 
abolished, and transportation in kind only furnished 
when_the journey to home or place of enlistment is 
actnally performed. 

Enlisted men, particularly the sergeants of the staff 
departments, are subject to such frequent changes of 
station that the present travel allowance of four cents 
ner mile on discharge, even though drawn from New 
York to San Francisco. does not reimburse the man the 
expense of moving his family once during an enlistment. 
It is not uncommon for a sergeant of the post non- 
commissioned staff to move from the Eastern states to 
the Philippines and return in three years. It is under- 
stood that the seven-cent rate is paid officers on the 
theory that they have wives and possibly children to 
transport. The same theory holds good with many 
soldiers. Tn reference to the proposed reduction in 
clothing allowance, any officer who has commanded a 
company for three years continuovsly—if there be any 
such—knows full well that the soldier who apparently 
“saves” anything out of his clothing allowance on his 
first enlistment does so at the exnense of his pay. He 
buys clothine from discharged soldiers, instead of draw- 
ine against his clothing allowance, regarding this in the 
licht of an investment which will mature at the end of 
his enlistment. He thus saves not his clothing allow- 
ance. hut a portion of his pay, which he might otherwise 
spend less advantageously. 

Some soldiers on their second and subsequent enlist- 
ments also apnarently “save” clothing allowance, but 
almost habitually by the means just mentioned, by pur- 
chasing underwear, etc., from civilian sources and by 
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the exercise of greater care and economy than would 
prevail if individual financial interests were not involved. 
The soldier who saves in. this manner is usually saving 
in other directions, and encouragement. should be given 
to any system which promotes thrift and economy among 
enlisted men, both for the good of the Service and for 
that of the civil community, to which he returns on 
leaving the Army. The possibility of making a “saving” 
(it should be termed an investment) on the clothing 
account is- one of the greatest checks on illicit uniform 
selling, an offense all too prevalent in some organizations. 
ONE OF THE GOATS. 
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THE ARMY HOSPITAL CORPS. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In his report for the fiscal year 1909, discussing the 
effect of the 1908 pay legislation on the enlisted personnel 
of the Medical Department, the Surgeon General of the 
Army made the significant remark that while the quantity 
was being maintained such was not believed to be the 
case as to the quality. The lack off legislation which 
would remedy this condition, and make possible the at- 
tainment of a proper standard of efficiency, cannot 
therefore be attributed to absence of authoritative infor- 
mation as to the facts in the case, as for the past three 
years it has been practically impossible to secure suitable 
men for this branch of the Service. 

It has been alleged in certain influential quarters that 
the pay of men of the Hospital Corps is already equal 
to that of soldiers of equal grade in other corps, and 
that, on the principle of “equal grade, equal pay,” there 
should be no change in the present pay table. Admitting 
the force and logic of this view of the situation, it follows 
that those who maintain the “equal grade, equal pay,” 
principle should consider its corollary, namely, equality 
in grade percentages. As evidence of the inequality in 
the latter respect, it is to be noted that while the Signal 
Corps (in which the average rate of pay for co-existing 
grades is equal to that of the Hospital Corps) has forty 
per cent. of non-commissioned officers, the Hospital Corps 
has but twenty per cent. Expressed in absolute numbers, 
and considered in connection with the difference in ratio 
of first class privates to privates, this means that 2,356 
of the 3,500 men of the Hospital Corps are serving one 
grade lower (which now means lower pay) than the 
soldier of analogous functions in the Signal Corps. This 
statement is based on the organization tables published 
in the official Army Register for 1911, and can be verified 
by reference thereto. 

As the efficiency of branches of the Service. like the 
Signal and Hospital Corps depends largely on the quality 
of the men who enlist in the lower with the expectation 
of working up to the higher grades, it is plain to any 
person acquainted with military affairs that the differ- 
ences shown above must inevitably operate to the dis- 
advantage of the corps thus discriminated against. 

It is a generally admitted principle of military organi- 
zation that no corps is entitled to any marked advantage 
over another either in respect to grade pay or grade 
percentages. This principle has served for years as the 
basis for comparison in all legislation affecting the com- 
missioned personnel, and no intelligent and fair-minded 
person will question its justice and its equity. It would 
seem, therefore, that its extension, under present condi- 
tions of pay, to the men of the Hospital Corps would 
be no more than common justice, and is demanded in 
the interests of efficiency. 

The various branches of the Service are practically in 
competition one with another for their quota of the most 
desirable and intelligent enlisted men. How the Hospital 
Corps can meet this competition, under existing condi- 
tions, may perhaps be explained by those who oppose or 
ignore the well considered recommendations of the head 
of the Medical Department.

PROPOSED ARMY REORGANIZATION. 


Camp,.Fort Sam Houston, Texas, May 2, 1911. 
To THE Epitor or THE ARMY AND Navy JourNaL: 
It has been some days since a plan has been published 
for the reorganization of the Army, and to keep the ball 
rolling I submit the following: 


Put all officers of all arms or branches liable for field 
service as fighting troops on one list for future promo- 
tion according to original date of entry as a commissioned 
Officer, subject to setbacks by courts-martial or failures 
on examination for promotion: Adjutant General’s De- 
partment, | Inspector General’s Department, Engineers 
serving with troops, Infantry, Cavalry, Light Artillery, 
Coast Artillery, Signal Corps. 

Promote those of longest commissioned service to any 
vacancy in any arm or branch, letting the question of 
fitness work itself out by transfers, voluntary or other- 
wise; no frills nor intricate scheme that would not apply 
in time of war or in the increase or decrease of any 
particular branch. The apparent advantages are about 
as follows: Unity of interest in the Army as to ques- 
tions affecting it, regardless of individual profit by 
promotion in a particular branch: necessity of officers 
keening in touch with all branches at all times; sub- 
ordination of supply departments; separation from river 
and harbor improvements and probable creation of 
Bureau_ of Public Works; development of officers whose 
conception of command includes more than administra- 
tion. The disadvantages need not be enumerated ; others 
will probably attend to that. We evoluted from regi- 
mental to lineal promotion: now seems a good time to 
— another step forward. All arms combined, the 
Army.

A SOLDIER’S OPINION OF THE TARIFF. 


Seattle, Wash., May 1, 1911. 
To THE EprTor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JourNAL: 

If the correspondent to whom you refer in the latest 
issne of the JouRNAL as thinking that he has found a 
“slip” in the tariff argument in my book, “War or 
Peace,” will read pages 170-5 he will find the economic 
feature considered. The whole argument. as there pre- 
sented, is based on the assumption that the tariff is an 
“economic mistake,’ and that the rule which works so 
well among the comnonent parts of great nations like 
yermany and the United States applies equally in 
theory, and eventually will in practice, as among ‘inde- 
nendent states. There is no longer any solid economic 
foundation for the tariff system, and disarmament would 
destroy its necessity as'a revenue producer. The present 
trend of events in our own country is significant in this 
connection.

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THE SITUATION IN MEXICO. 


The fighting around Juarez, Mexico, culminated on 
May 10, when the rebel forces compelled the surrender 
of the garrison under General Navarro. The Federal 
forces stoutly defended the place, holding out in the 
Church of Guadalupe. This stronghold was taken by 
the rebels largely by the attack of the band of Colonel 
Blanco, which had been held in reserve. While the 
men of Orozco and Garibaldi held the attention of the 
Federal forces on the other side, the Blanco men blew 
a hole in the prison with dynamite, thus making a pas- 
sageway to the church nearby. Attacked on every side, 
General Navarro could not escape from the city to join 
the troops of General Rabago, who was said to be ad- 
vancing to his assistance, and fell back into the _bar- 
racks in the early morning of May 10. Field guns 
which had been captured when the church was taken 
enabled the rebels to pour such a fire into the barracks 
that shortly after noon General Navarro hoisted the 
white flag. He at first sought an armistice, but the in- 
surgents would accept nothing but immediate surrender. 
The most important supplies of guns and ammunition 
of the revolution were made by the capture of the city. 
Two mortars, two field pieces and machine guns were 
among the prizes. The Federal loss in killed was placed 
at fifty, with fifteen dead among the rebels. About 250 
were wounded on both sides, although the returns of the 
casualties are too incomplete for reliable estimates to be 
made. One of the most conspicuous of the Federal dead 
was Col. Manuel Tambourel, commander of the Juarez 
garrison, who taunted the rebels with being liars and 
traitors. To the prisoners General Madero offered the 
choice of parole or service under his flag. Many chose 
service. Agua Prieta, the scene of the fighting, a fort- 
night ago, was abandoned by the Federal garrison on 
May 10. It was reported that Madero would make 
Juarez his capital and the base for operations against 
the city of Mexico itself. : 

vhs ah a report of the attack on Juarez from Brig. 
Gen. J. . Duncan, U.S.A., on May 9, Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, sent this reply: “Use 
your best efforts to enforce neutrality laws and urge 
upon the people of El Paso the necessity of keeping as 
much as possible out of the zone of fire.’ . 

General Duncan later sent this message: “Following 
from Colonel Steever: ‘Am permitting wounded of both 
Federals and insurrectos to be gathered up by Americans 
who volunteer and brought to United States, Wounded 
mostly insurrectos. This is done for humanitarian pur- 
poses, although I realize it relieves their comrades from 
encumbrances. If there is objection to my course please 
wire at once. Answer.’ Wired him, ‘No. objection. 
Please instruct if not confirmed.’ ” 

report from Colonel Steever, dated three, o’clock, 
May 9, was as follows: “As already reported, insurrec- 
tos hold customs guardhouse and north end international 
bridge, but not custom house. Insurrectos have tried to 
pass various supplies over these bridges, but I have not 
allowed same and will not allow unless I receive in- 
structions to do so. Am acting in apparent eccord with 
Collector Sharpe.” . 

Col. E, Z. Steever, 4th U.S. Cav., sent the following 
telegram from El Paso, Texas, May 10, 1911: “General 
Navarro surrendered unconditionally with about 450 
men. The insurrectos now have all his cannon, machine 
guns, small arms and much ammunition and the horses. 
Colonel Tambourel was killed. Order has been restored 
in the town and the saloons closed, so state latest reports, 
but statements are conflicting. am still refusing to 
allow arms, ammunition, war materials and provisions 
for the insurrectos to be carried across the international 
bridges, until I receive instructions to the contrary. I 
make exceptions for articles intended for the wounded. 
The town is reported to have been much shot up.” 

The capture of the important city of Juarez, across 
the line from El Paso, Texas, by the Mexican insurgents, 
on May 10, with the incidental killing and wounding of 
citizens of El Paso, may easily bring about serious 
complications. With this victory behind him, Madero 
believes himself warranted in asking for recognition 
from the United States. Such a request would be con- 
sidered by this Government with great care, for to admit 
the insurgents are belligerents would be to relieve the 
Diaz government from pecuniary responsibility for 
damage inflicted upon Americans in the rebel operations. 
Citizens of the United States in large numbers have 
business interests in Mexico, and they have suffered 
much loss at the hands of the rebels. It is also claimed 
that such recognition would subject American goods to 
seizure as contraband on entering Mexico. One important 
feature of the capture of Juarez was that it afforded an 
opportunity to judge of the control which Madero has 
over the motley gathering operating under his orders. 
It must show a respect for authority, else it should not 
be encouraged to supplant the existing government. ‘The 
wisdom of sending the United States troops to the border 
is now more plainly seen than ever, and the fierce in- 
discriminating criticisms of the President by certain 
newspapers and civilians have virtually disappeared as 
the gravity of the situation has increased. The Army 
AND NAvy JoURNAL was among the first to hail the 
concentration of the troops on the border as an excellent 
move, and each succeeding day has verified the correct- 
ness of our conclusions. The Army has learned more 
by this mobilization than it could have learned by any 
other peace maneuvers, while as a force for policing the 
American side of the Rio Grande and preventing the 
overrunning of our territory it has more than justified 
all the expense incurred in massing it in Texas. 


Gen. Sir Ian Standish Montieth Hamilton, K.C.B., 
D.S.0., whose special field of duty includes all the over- 
sea possessions of Great Britain, arrived at New York 
from Bermuda May 8, accompanied by his aids, Lieut. 
Col. Hubert Reed and Major W. R. Madocks. General 
Hamilton is commander-in-chief of Great Britain’s 





‘Mediterranean forces, inclusive of Egypt, the Soudan, 


Cyprus, Malta and Gibraltar, and inspector general of 
all oversea forces. General Hamilton left England six 
weeks ago on a trip of inspection of military posts in 
the West Indies. He went first to Barbados, then to 
Trinidad, Jamaica and Bermuda. He made a special trip 
to Panama. “It .was inspiring to me, as a soldier,” 
General Hamilton said, “to see the gigantic work that 
has been done in Panama by Army Engineers. The mere 
work of caring for 70,000 men in the Canal Zone is 
equal to the labor involved in mobilizing an army. The 
United States is executing one of the great feats of 
the centuries in building the canal. The canal, I believe, 
will not prove a paying investment, although I think it 
will be able to meet its own working expenses, but as a 
factor in the development of commerce and civilization 
the canal will prove immensely profitable.” General 
Hamilton aJso paid a tribute to Col. George W. Goethals, 
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U.S.A., in charge of the work. General Hamilton and 
his aids sailed on May 10 for England. 





Interviewed at San Antonio, Major Gen. William H. 
Carter, U.S.A., commanding the troops on the Texas 
border, said that while it would be hard to define an 
ideal army for this country, he believed one of 150,000 
men would meet most of the requirements of sudden 
calls, but in such an army every regiment should be 
organized at full war strength. The skeleton regiment 
idea has been tried and found wanting. Legislation 
should be obtained providing a means by which the 
Services could be utilized of men who have served their 
time in the Army and gone again into civil life. As 
reservists, able to come to the assistance of the nation 
in time of need, these men would be of great value. A 
clause arranging for this was in the original Dick bill, 
but, was thrown out in a revision by Congress. Ever 
since the Army has been contending for the reintroduc- 
tion and enactment of such legislation. With the pres- 
ent skeleton regiment system the Services of the full 
quota of non-commissioned ‘officers cannot be utilized 
because of a lack of privates. Hence the maintenance 
of skeleton regiments, which at first sight might seem to 
be an economy, is in reality a great waste of time and 
money; it decreases rather than increases military_ef- 
ficiency. The recruits now coming into the Army, Gen- 
eral Carter asserted in the New York Times, are Ameri- 
cans of a most intelligent, apt and willing kind. Very 
few of the newcomers are of foreign birth, or even of the 
first generation on this soil. General Carter spoke of 
the necessity of rearranging Army posts in line with the 
recommendations that have often appeared in the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL, especially in the matter of locating 
posts at a great distance from strategic points. The 
Army should be brought together in divisions and brig- 
ades on the coasts and near the railroad centers in 
climatically advantageous places. The constant move- 
ment of troops to and from the Philippines has taught a 
lesson that has not been thoroughly understood in the 
Army and out of it; that is, it has tended to reduce 
the impedimenta carried by each regiment and has fa- 
mniliarized both officers and men with details of railroad 
and sea travel to such an extent that there is not now 
nearly as much confusion in getting a regiment off for 
foreign service as there would be in starting the average 
Sunday school class on an excursion. ile occasional 
maneuvers such as those in Texas are very useful, some 
opportunity, he thinks, should be given for handling 
regiments at least, if not men in larger masses, to offi- 
cers at all times, and such training would be quite as 
useful to the men as to the officers. 


Remarkable proficiency in marksmanship is shown by 
the report of the board which has examined the San 
Marcos. By actual count 33 1-3 per cent. hits were shown 
in the hull. This is the minimum number of hits, as there 
was so much destruction wrought on the hull of the 
target ship that it was impossible for the board to trace 
all the shots. The board is of the opinion that the 
gunners on the New Hampshire should have credit for 
making more than 331-3 per cent. hits, although it is 
impossible to estimate the hits in excess of this per- 
centage. The record is all the more remarkable when 
it is taken into consideration that, under perfect condi- 
tions, if the guns are mounted on a solid ground founda- 
tion, the maximum hits are usually about 45 per cent. 
The board reports that while the average range was 
10,100 yards, many of the shots were fired from a range 
of 11,500 yards. This is the first year that target 
practice has been conducted at a 10,000-yard range. In 
the next battle practice, which will take place in August, 
the ships will fire at the range of 13,000 yards or more. 
It is probable that quite a number of shots will be fired 
at a range close to eight miles.

The American Flag Association, Ralph E. Prime presi- 
dent, in its annual circular, calling attention to Flag Day,

exercises and general celebration of the day. We 
earnestly exhort our citizens to join in making Flag Day 
an event, and its celebration in 1911 a great event. Let 
us, from one end of our land to the other, fling the Stars 
and Stripes to the breeze on June 14, 1911. May it 
greet the rising and salute the setting sun, and float all 
day long from every church edifice, school and building, 
public and private and however humble, through the 
entire land.”

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Col. John F. Guilfoyle, U.S.A., promoted from lieu- 
tenant colonel, to date from March 11, 1911, and just 
assigned to the 9th Cavalry, is an old Indian campaigner, 
and was awarded the brevet of first lieutenant Feb. 27, 
1890, for gallant services in action against Indians at 
White Sands, N.M., July 19, 1881; in the San Andreas 
Mountains, N.M., July 25, 1881, and at Monica Springs, 
N.M., Aug. 3, 1881. He received his first experience of 
frontier duty at Socorro, Texas, in 1878, and during the 
latter part of the same year was on the Ute expedition. 
He subsequently served at various posts in Colorado and 
New Mexico, and was in the field in New Mexico com- 
manding Indian Scouts from May to November, 1881. 
He was also on duty scouting in Kansas, and was 


adjutant of Major Guy V. Henry’s battalion in the field 
in South Dakota during the campaign against the Sioux 
Indians in 1391. He was engaged during this campaign 
at Pine Kkidge Agency and White Clay Creek, S.D., Dec. 
30, 1890. He was, among other services, in the field in 
Tdaho in 1895 during the miner strikes. He also served 
in the Philippines, and his last post of duty was at Fort 
Riley, Kas. 

Col. Lotus Niles, 3d Field Art., U.S.A., who was re- 
tired from active service at his own request on May 5, 
1911, after more than forty years’ service, was born in 
Illinois Feb. 5, 1853. He is a graduate of the class of 
1875, U.S.M.A., being assigned as a_ second lieutenant 
to the 2d Artillery. He served in that regiment until 
Sept. 11, 1902, when he was promoted major, Artillery 
Corps. He was promoted lieutenant colonel Oct. 1, 
1906, and colonel, 3d Artillery, Aug. 12, 1907, having 
been previously assigned to organize that regiment. He 
served in Cuba the latter part of 1898, having charge 
of the distribution of subsistence stores to indigent in- 
habitants, and was also in command of Santa Clara 
Battery, Havana.

He was on the Chicago. of the 
Squadron of Evolution, and was Inspector of Ordnance 
from 1892 to 1895. He was on the Yankee during the 
war with Spain: was later in command of the Minne- 
sota; was on duty in the office of the Assistant Secretary, 
and also a-member of the General Board. y His last 
assignment to duty was as commander-in-chief of the 
Asiatic Fleet, with the Saratoga as his flagship. He 
reached the grade of rear admiral Oct. 25, 1909, by the 
retirement of Rear Admiral McLean, 

Col. Henry M. Andrews, 1st Field Art., U.S.A., who 
was retired from active service May 2, 1911, at his own 
request, after over forty years’ service, was born in 
New York Nov. 13. 1850. He was graduated from the 
U.S.M.A. June 17. 1874, and promoted in the Army 
second lieutenant. 1st Artillery. He was first assigned 
to duty at West Point as assistant instructor of Artillery 
tactics, and then as assistant professor of natural and 
experimental philosophy until Aug. 31, 1874. He was 
promoted to first lieutenant in 1878 and captain in 1898. 
During the war with Spain he was on duty at Fort 
Pickens, Fla., and in the fall of 1898 was on mustering 
out duty with the Louisiana and Illinois Volunteer 
troops. He went to the Philippines in the spring of 
1899, and was on duty with his battery in the field, 
operating against insurgent forces at Angeles, until June, 
1901, when he returned to the United States. He be- 
came a major in September, 1901; lieutenant colonel in 
1906, and colonel Jan. 25, 1907. He was assigned to 
command the 5th Field Artillery the following June. 
Shortly after being assigned to the 5th Field Artillery 
he organized and was placed in command of the 1st Field 
Artillery. Colonel Andrews, among other duties, also 
served as an instructor in the law department, at the 
Infantry and Cavalry School, at Fort Leavenworth, in 
1902 and 1908. Colonel Andrews is an honor graduate 
of the Artillery School, of the class of 1876. 

Col. Blair D. Taylor, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who was 
placed on the retired list April 30, 1911, on his own 
application, is a native of Virginia and is a graduate of 
the Virginia Military Institute, and also of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia and New York University. He was 
appointed an assistant surgeon in 1875, was promoted 
to captain in 1880, major in 1893, lieutenant colonel in 
1902 and colonel in 1908. 

Col. Frederick W. Sibley, U.S.A., recently promoted 
from lieutenant colonel, and who was on May 4 assigned 
to the 14th Cavalry, is a son of the late Col. Caleb C. 
Sibley, 16th U.S. Inf., class of 1829, and was graduated 
from the U.S.M.A. and promoted in the Army second 
lieutenant. 24 Cavalry, in 1874. He is one of the most 
noted Indian fighters now on the active list of the Army. 
He was promoted a first lieutenant in 1881, captain in 
1893, and major, 11th Cavalry, in 1902. In 1903 he 
was transferred back to his old regiment, the 2d. He 
was with his regiment at Camp Thomas, Mobile, Tampa 
and Huntsville from April, 1898, until February, 1899, 
when he went to Cuba. Colonel Sibley, among other 
services, also succeeded Licut. Col. Robert LL. Howze as 
commandant of cadets at West Point in 1909, and has 
performed duty in the Philippines. During his Indian 
services he was with General Crook in the campaign of 
1876 against the Sioux, and was in General Miles’s 
campaign in Montana. He was present when the late 
Gen. Guy V. Henry, then a captain in the 3d Cavalry, 
was wounded in the Sioux campaign. In July, 1876, 
Colonel Sibley, then a second lieutenant, was selected by 
General Crook to command a scouting party to locate an 
Indian village: Leaving on the afternoon of that day, 
the command halted at two o’clock the next morning a 
short distance from the Little Big Horn, having 
marched forty miles. After a brief rest the scouting 
party, after taking up the march again, soon discovered 
a formidable war party of redskins. The Indians found 
the trail of the troops and pursued them. The men 
retreated and took shelter in the edge of some adjacent 
woods, and had to leave the horses tied to trees, where 
they could be seen by the Indians, and the scouting party 
had to retreat still further into the woods. The com- 
mand, without horses, had to continue the retreat for two 
days through fallen timber, over rocks and across moun- 
tains, without food or sufficient clothing to protect them 
from the cold at night. On July 9, 1876, they succeeded 
in reaching General Crook’s camp. ‘Toward the end of 
their march the men became so weakened that they 
marched for ten minutes and then would lie down ana 
rest. Several of the most robust men became insane, 
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Not a single man was lost on the scout, however, and 
for his gallant services in that action Colonel Sibley 
received the brevet of first lieutenant. During his service 
in the Philippines he was officially complimented by the 
Governor General and by the lieutenant general com- 
manding the Philippines Division for practically exter- 
minating the large bands of hostile ladrones of Cavite 
and Batangas Provinces in 1905. He is now serving 
in the Philippines. 

Major Abraham S. Bickham, Q.M. Dept., U.S.A., who 
has been wholly retired on account of disability not due 
to any incident of the Service, was born in Ohio Aug. 
28, 1860. He was appointed captain and A.Q.M. of 
Volunteers in May, 1898, and captain and Q.M. in the 
Army in February, 1901. 

Capt. Edwin T. Cole, 18th U.S. Inf., who has been 
found physically disqualified for promotion to major on 
account of disability incident to the Service, has been 
retired as major, to date from March 11, 1911. He was 
born in Maryland July 26, 1866, and is a graduate of 
the U.S.M.A., class of 1889, being assigned as a second 
lieutenant to the Sth Infantry. After his graduation 
leave he was ordered to duty on the frontier at Fort 
Niobrara, Neb.;: was professor of military science and 
tactics at Austin College, Sherman, Texas, and, among 
other services, took part, while a first lieutenant of the 
6th Infantry, in the Cuban campaign in 1898, participat- 


ing in the battle at Santiago, July 1, 2 and 3. He. 


was taken ill later, remaining on sick leave until Oct. 
18, 1898. He was recommended for the brevet of captain 
for gallantry in the battle of Santiago de Cuba. He 
was promoted captain, 11th Infantry, July 12, 1899, and 
went to the Philippines early the same year. While in 
command of a mixed battalion of the 6th Infantry he 
defeated a force of insurgents entrenched near Tauban, 
Negros, Aug. 19, 1899. He was appointed major, 45th 
U.S. Volunteer Infantry, in August, 1899, and landed 
a battalion of that command at Calabanga, Camarines, 
Luzon, Feb. 20, 1900, and two days later entered Nueva 
Caceres. He was transferred to the 6th Infant in 
January. 1900, and to the 18th Infantry in April, 1909. 
After his Philippine service Major Cole was, among 
other duties, in command of Forts McDowell and Rose- 
erans, Cal.: was assistant instructor of engineering at 
the Army Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth, and 
later senior instructor. Ife was last on duty at San 
antonio, Texas. . 

Capt. Bertram C. Gilbert, Coast Art. Corps, who has 
been found incapacitated for active service on account 
of disability which is not the result of any incident of 
the Service, has been wholly retired from May 5, 1911, 
and his name is no longer borne in the Army Register. 
He was appointed to the U.S.M.A. from New Mexico in 
1893, and was graduated in 1897 and assigned as an 
additional second lieutenant to the 1st Artillery. He 
became a second lieutenant in the 2d Artillery in 1898, 
was promoted to first lieutenant in the 6th Artillery in 
gg pa received his captaincy in the Artillery Corps 
in. 1901. 

Capt. Worth G. Ress, U.S.R.C.S., who was retired 
from active service April 30, 1911, for disability incident 
io the Service, entered the Service as a cadet Jan. 4, 
1877, and received his first commission, that of third 
lieutenant, in July, 1879. He was made captain com- 
mandant April 25, 1908. Captain Ross has served north 
and scuth of Cape Hatteras, on the Atlantic coast, in 
Alaskan, Arctic and other waters of the Pacific Ocean, 
and in the Life-saving Service. He also served five 
months co-operating with the Navy in the war with 
Spain. 

First Lieut. Howard L. Martin, Coast Art, Corps, 
who has been retired from March 11, 1911, with rank 
of captain, after being found disqualified to perform the 
duties of the latter on account of disability incident to 
the Service, was born in Texas Nov. 3, 1879. He was 
appointed a second lieutenant, Artillery Corps of the 
Army, July 16, 1901. 

The retirement of 1st Lieut. James B. Ferguson, 
M.R.C., U.S.A., under the Act of Congress approved 
March 4, 1911, from Apri) 27, 1911, is announced. He 
was born in Canada Jan. 21, 1840, and served in the 6th 
New York Volunteers from Oct. 16, 1861, to Oct. 23, 
1864. He served as hospital steward in the U.S. Army 
from July 27, 1867, to July 27, 1870, and was appointed 
a lieutenant in the Medical Reserve Corps July 7, 1908, 
after a long service as contract surgeon. 

First Lieut. Stephen Abbot, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
having been found physically disqualified for the duties 
of captain by reason of disability incident to the Service, 
his retirement as a captain from April 1, 1911, is an- 
nounced. He was born in Illinois Dec. 8, 1878, and is 
a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1902. 

Second Lieut. Nelson A. Goodspeed, 3d U.S. Cav., 
who has been retired as first lieutenant for disability 
incident to the Service, to date from March 4, 1911, the 
date he would have been promoted if found qualified, is 
a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1902, and was born 
in Vermont May 24, 1876. 

Chief Btsn. E. H. Eycke, U.S.N.. who was retired 
from April 22, 1911, is a native of New York, and was 
appointed a boatswain June 23, 1898, after a previous 
service of fourteen years as an enlisted man. He was 
commissioned chief boatswain June 23, 1904. 

Chief Gunner Charles B. Magruder, U.S.N., who was 
placed on the retired list from April 28, 1911, is a 
native of the District of Columbia. He was appointed 
a gunner Aug. 26, 1870, and had previously served as a 
mate and two years as an enlisted man. He was com- 
missioned chief gunner March 3, 1899. 

Chief Gunner R. E. Simonson, U.S.N., who was placed 
on the retired list April 22, 1911, is a native of New 
York, and was appointed a gunner March 10, 1900, after 
a previous service of twelve years as an enlisted man. 
IIe was commissioned a chief gunner March 10, 1906.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral William C. Gibson, U.S.N., retired, died 
at his residence, No. 1412 Pacific street, Brooklyn, N.Y., 
May 10, 1911, from a complication of ailments. He was 
in his seventy-third year. Born in Albany, N.Y., July 
23, 1838, Admiral Gibson entered the Navy as a Volun- 
teer officer in December, 1862, and during the Civil War 
served on the Potomac Flotilla and the North and South 
Atlantic Blockading Squadrons. Remaining in the Navy 
at the end of the war, he was commissioned an ensign 
in the Regular Navy Dec. 18, 1868, and among the 
vessels of the old Navy he served in were Narragansett, 
Mohican, Pensacola, Onward, Roanoke, Frolic and 
Yantic. He was, among other duties, commandant of 
the navy yard at Pensacola, Fla., 1884-88. As a lieu- 
tenant commander he had the distinction, in 1890, of 
taking the Monongahela from San Francisco to New 
York under sail in 106 days. He became commander in 
1898, and after service at the Portsmouth Navy Yard 
and as commanding officer of the trainingship Adams in 
the Pacific was detailed when the Spanish War began 
to the command of the chartered steamship City of Peking, 
in which the 1st California Volunteers were taken to 
Manila. From October, 1898. to February, 1900, he was 
‘the senior member of the Board of Inspection at the 
New York Navy Yard, and was promoted to captain in 
February of the latter year. From that time till July, 
1900, he commanded the Texas, retiring with the rank 
of rear admiral July 23, 1 He is survived by his 
widow and six children, one of whom, Ensign Holbrook 
Gibson, is in the Navy. 

Second Lieut. George B. M. Kelly, 30th U.S. Inf., one 
of the aviation squad under instruction at San Antonio, 
Texas, while making a descent at that place on May 10, 
1911, was pitched from his machine about fifty feet from 
the earth and died a few minutes later. He was un- 
conscious when spectators reached him, and died at the 
post hospital a few minutes after he was taken there. 
Lieutenant Kelly was using a speed Curtiss machine. 
Despite a high wind he succeeded in circling the camp 
several times. and had been in the air seven minutes 
when he evidently decided to descend. The machine, 
which was then one hundred feet above the ground, took 
a sharp slant downward, skimmed close to the tops of 
the Infantry tents and struck the ground. It was be- 
lieved the aviator had landed safely. but the propeller 
of the aeroplane began to turn rapidly and the machine 
speedily mounted again, and it could be seen that the left 
part of the machine was absolutely beyond the control 
of the Lieutenant. It suddenly shot forward for several 
yards, and then ascended to an altitude of about fifty 
feet. It darted through the air tumbling and rolling 
like a wounded bird. Tieutenant Kelly could be seen 
working at the broken controller, but those who witnessed 
the accident say that at no time did he have a chance to 
escane with his life. The machine gave a last tumble 
in the air and fell with a crash to the ground. Kelly 
was pitched out just as it started downward. The aviator 
and the machine struck the ground at the same instant. 
Maior Squier, Lieutenant Foulois, Frank Coffyn, the 
Wright aviator, and a trooper were the first to reach 
the side of the dying officer, whose skull was crushed, 
and he also suffered internal injuries. Lieutenant Kelly 
was born in: England Dec. 14, 1878, and enlisted in the 
U.S. Army as a private in 1903 in the 84th Company 
of the Const Artillery, rising to the rank of Q.M. 
sergeant. He was appointed second lieutenant, 30th U.S. 
Infantry, Feh. 11. 1907. He is the second officer sacri- 
ficed to aviation, Lieutenant Selfridge having been killed 
at Fort Myer, Va., during the Wright experiments in 

Mr. Luther G. Billings, jr.. an attorney, and son of 
Pay Dir. Luther G. Billings, U.S.N., retired, was found 
dead on a couch in a physician’s office in New York city 
May 9, 1911, where he had been advised to rest following 
an attack of heart disease. Mr. Billings had hurried 
to the Grand Central Station about five o’clock. where 
he had an engagement to meet his father, who was 
coming from Chappaqua. They reached the station soon 
after the train arrived, and Mr. Billings missed his father 
in the crowd. The worry caused him to become very 
nervous. Mr. Simmons. a friend, assisted him to the 
office of Dr, Charles Perley Gray. who made an examina- 
tion and suggested that Mr. Billings seek the quiet of 
one of his back rooms. It was thought at that time that 
his ailment was slight. Mr. Billings was left alone, and 
when Dr. Gray returned half an hour later he found him 
dead. Besides suffering from heart disease, Mr. Billings 
had several severe attacks of acute indigestion recently. 
He was thirty-four years old, and lived with his father 
in Bedford road, Chappaqua. 

Mrs. E. M. Mansfield, mother of Mrs. W. H. Coffin, 
wife of Col. W. H. Coffin, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
died May 5, 1911, at Fort Adams, R.I.

Gen. and Mrs. Frank Taylor, U.S.A., retired, died at 
Westover School for Girls, at Middlebury, Conn., April 
23, 1911, in the eighteenth year of her age. 

Mrs. Susan C, Scammon, wife of Capt. Charles Mel- 
ville Scammon, U,S.R.C.S., retired, died in Hast Oakland, 





Cal., May.1, 1911. Captain Scammon, who had. been in 
failing health for some time, died at Fruitdale, Cal., the 
next day. Mrs. Scammon was eighty-one years of age, 
and a native of Pittston, Me. Captain Seammon was 
born in Pittstown, Me., May 28, 1825, and was appointed 
a second lieutenant in the Revenue Cutter Service on 
Sept. 14, 1862; served in the R.C.S. in co-operation 
with the Navy during the remainder of the Civil War. 
In February, 1864, he was promoted to the grade of first 
lieutenant, and in July of the same year was promoted 
to the grade of captain. He was placed on the retired 
waiting orders list on May 23, 1895, on account of 
physical disability. On account of his creditable record 
during the Civil War he was promoted to the grade of 
senior captain on the retired list on April 16, 1908. 

Major John T. Haines, U.S. Cav., died in the hospital 
at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, May 11, 1911, from 
peritonitis, after an operation for appendicitis.

(March 1, 1897, until Jan, 1, 1899. 

Lieut. Col. Nat P. Phister, 30th U.S. Inf., died in 
San Diego, Cal., May 9, 1911, from acute indigestion. 
He was born in Kentucky on April 12, 1854, and was 
appointed to the Military Academy at West Point from 
that state on Sept. 1, 1874. He was graduated on June 
14, 1878, as an additional second lieutenant, 1st Infantry. 
From the time he left West Point until April, 1898, all 
of his service was in Dakota, Texas, Arizona, California 
and Kansas. He was promoted to a first lieutenant in 
1883 and captain in 1896. He was graduated from the 
Infantry and Cavalry School in 1893, and served as an 
instructor in that school from 1894 until 1897. He 
went to Cuba with his regiment in June, 1898, and took 
part in the battle of El Caney, and also the battles of 
July 2 and 10 about Santiago. Captain Phister was 
promoted to major in the 2d Infantry in 1901, and 
became lieutenant colonel of the 30th Infantry in 1908. 
He went to the Philippines in the fall of 1900, and again 
in 1906 and 1908. 

Mrs, ‘John Milton Thompson, wife of Brig. Gen. John 
Milton Thompson, U.S.A., retired, died at Pomona, Cal., 
on May 6, 1911. She was the mother of 1st Lieut. 
Edwin P,. Thompson, 24th U.S. Inf., and J. Walcott 
Thompson, an attorney at law, of Salt Lake City. all 
of whom survive her. Mrs. Thompson was born at East 
Barnard, Vt., on Oct. 22, 1847, and was in her sixty- 
fourth year. For over forty years she shared the Army 
life of her husband. The interment was in the Arlington 
National Cemetery on May 11. 

Mrs. Mildred Duncan Cruse, widow of James B. Cruse, 
a Mexican War veteran, and mother of Lieut. Col. 
Thomas Cruse, U.S.A., and grandmother of 1st Lieut. 
Fred T. Cruse. 1st Field Art., U.S.A., died at Owensboro, 
Ky., on May 5, 1911, at the age of seventy-six. 

A despatch from Memphis, Tenn., printed in the New 
York Times of May 8, 1911. made it appear that Mrs. 
Winfield Scott Hancock. widow of General Hancock, 
U.S.A., had just died. The despatch should have said 
that it was the widow of Mr. Russell Hancock, General 
Hancock’s son, who was dead. She had called herself 
Mrs. Hancock following separation from her second 
husband, Ellerton Dorr, of Boston, and lived for years 
on an estate near Clarksdale, Miss., given to her by her 
father. She is survived by a son, Capt. Gwynn R. 
Hancock, U.S.A., now stationed at Fort Constitution, 
N.H. The elder Mrs. Hancock died in this city more 
than seventeen years ago.

Up to May 11 twenty-three of the ninety-three candi- 
dates designated to take the examination for commissions 
in the Marine Corps had reported at Washington. The 
board which examines the candidates will meet at the 
Marine Barracks on May 15, but unless more candidates 
report before that time it is possible that there will be 
some vacancies to fill from Annapolis after the list of 
civilian candidates is exhausted. The retirement board 
which is to examine Col. T. N. Wood will meet at the 
Marine Corps headquarters on May 15. The court- 
martial of Robert M. Gilson, U.S.M.C., which was to 
have taken place May 15, has been postponed by the 
Navy Department. It is understood that the Secretary 
questions the advisability of taking the officers who are 
to compose the court from Guantanamo to Panama at a 
time when so much good work is being done by the 
brigade of marines stationed at Guantanamo. Since the 
marines have been stationed at Guantanamo a maneuver 
brigade has been organized. Conditions have been ideal, 
the sick list being only four out of every 1,000 men, and 
both officers and men, according to the reports received 
at headquarters, have gone about their work in a manner 
which will add much to the efficiency of the corps. 
Practical exercises in all features of field service have 
been conducted. Much attention has been given to 


signalings and problem work in attacks and defense. 
Practical work in field engineering has also been con- 
ducted. Not in recent years has so much practice field 
exercises been crowded into such a short time by any 
part of the corps. 
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CAUSE OF AMERICAN WARS. 

In his speech before the optimists of the National 
Peace Congress, at Baltimore, the Rev. Dr. Lyman 
Abbott held that “the causes of war were fast disappear- 
ing, these being in the main religious differences, com- 
,mercial disputes and territorial aggrandizement.” > 

Although his clerical title may give a contrary im- 
pression, much that appears in the periodical he edits, 
The Outlook, would indicate that Dr. Abbott has some 
appreciation of the fact that the old doctrinaire method 
of drawing conclusions from abstract propositions, then 
seeking for facts that fit in with your theories and 
ignoring all others, is out of date. Assuming, then, that 
the reverend gentleman is willing to submit himself to 
the test of the modern scientific method, which is first 
to seek the facts and then draw conclusions, we should 
like to have him show us what war in the history of the 
United States, the nation with which we are chiefly 
concerned, has ever been due, in a strict sense, to any 
of the three causes cited by him. The War of the Rev- 
olution certainly was not, the War of 1812, that with 
France at the close of the eighteenth century, that 
following in 1812, nor the war with the Barbary states. 

Religious differences no doubt influenced the Algerines 
in making prisoners of our fellow-Christians, but the 
war for their release could not be considered to be 
otherwise due to religious differences. We were not 
commercial rivals of either England or France, and, 
with a vast continent lying open to our occupation, we 
had no promptings to territorial aggrandizement. The 
French and Indian wars were practically a contest upon 
this continent between two rival European states; our 
own wars with the Indians were due to the impossibility 
of two antagonistic social systems existing together in 
peace in the same territory, and it is to a like cause 
that the war between the free and slave states may be 
ascribed, rather than to religious difference, to commer- 
cial or territorial greed. To narrow the discussion it 
may perhaps be as well to admit that the war with 
Mexico was prompted by a desire for territorial increase, 
though we have seen a very able and, to. us, quite con- 
elusive argument showing the contrary. 

There is no possible way to account for the growth of 
the great American Republic except upon the theory of 
manifest destiny, which should certainly accord with the 
theological teachings of the clerical gentleman's youth, 
Others have labored and we have entered into their labors ; 
but for the rivalries of the old world we should not 
have secured our independence; Napoleon would not have 
turned over to us the Louisiana territory, or Russia her 
supposedly valueless province of Alaska. Similar is the 
history of our acquisition of Florida, Hawaii came to 
us in obedience to a natural law of gravitation. We 
paid for Cuba in blood and money, but do not possess 
its territory, and the only gain derived from it thus 
far has been in the opportunity its temporary control 
gave us to show what Army methods can do to rid the 
world of disease. We have twice had Mexico at our 
disposal, but have left her to her independence. : 

As to the Philippines, what American, in the wildest 
flight of fancy before Dewey sailed into Manila Bay 
with his fighting ships, ever thought of that archipelago 
as a stimulus to territorial aggrandizement, even if he 
so much as knew of the existence of those Pacific islands? 

If our destiny should once more lead us, most un- 
willingly, in the direction of a further addition to our 
territorial responsibilities, this will not be due in the 
smallest measure to any one of the three causes cited 
by Dr. Abbott; nor can it be prevented by any scheme 
of arbitration that the ingenuity of man can devise. 
The chief factor in the prevention of war is the lessening 
of the friction between nations by decreasing the number 
of independent nationalities, as is shown in the case of 
all the great modern nations which have found the chief 
security for future peace to be in the extension of 
territory, and this principally through war. This work 
is not completed, and all the congresses of all the 
theorists that speculate on peace and all the counsels 
of arbitration that can be called cannot stay it. The 
hopeful anticipations to the contrary are due to the 
studious ignoring of the lessons of history and of actual 
conditions of. the world’s progress by those who class 
with obnoxious “imperialists” and “militarists” every 
man who demands a showing of facts. 

It is told of a meeting of Army veterans that on one 
occasion some perfervid orator, in describing his services, 
mentioned two battles in which he bore a gallant part, 
and in both of which he had been wounded. A littl 
man wearing the medal of honor ribbon arose and sug- 
gested that the two battles referred to were fought on 
the same day and over a thousand miles apart. There- 
upon there arose from different parts of the hall the cry, 





“We have a traitor among us; put him out.” And out 
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he went, medal of honor ribbon and all. A similar 
hostility to facts appears to possess the souls of the 
professional peace advocates. The end they seek is one 
we all desire, and none more sincerely than the class 
represented by this paper. The only objection we make 
to their propaganda is that it ignores, as we have sug- 
gested, all recognition of facts, and its advocates are 
disposed to assume a self-righteous attitude toward those 
who cannot accept their conclusions because they have 
no proper basis in fact or experience. Over and over 
again have we challenged them for a showing of facts, 
and silence is the only reply. Surely the importance of 
the subject they are discussing justifies a request for 
something in the nature of proof of the soundness of the 
conclusions they ask us to accept.

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


Although the House Naval Affairs Committee has not 
yet taken up the Navy Personnel bill formally, the bill 





- submitted by the Department is being given careful 


study by the members of the committee. Several of the 
new members, after reading the bill, have called for 
copies of the hearings on it, and are going over them 
with considerable care. Chairman Padgett has secured 
the passage of a resolution by which the committee will 
be authorized to sit during the sessions of Congress. 
The committee is also authorized to continue its meetings 
after the adjournment of Congress. This enables it to 
consider the bill without interruption when it takes it 
up. While Chairman Padgett will not commit himself 
as to any specific provision of the bill, or state how far 
he will go in supporting legislation for the relief of the 
Navy, he admits that some legislation along this line is 
urgent. 

A bill (H.R. 4706) which provides that staff officers 

go up with their running mates in the line is being urged 
by some of the officers of the staff as a substitute for 
the provision in the Navy Personnel bill applying to the 
staff. This bill, it is claimed, is simpler than the pro- 
visions in the Department’s Personnel bill and would be 
more easily understood. Attention is also called by 
some of the staff officers to the fact that there is no 
provision in the Department's bill by which staff officers 
can retire as rear admirals, as do the line officers under 
the bill. A staff officer can only retire as a rear ad- 
miral from the position of chief of a bureau. 
_ Most of the past week was devoted by the House 
Military Affairs Committee to the consideration of 
Chairman Hay’s bill (H.R. 5949) providing for the ex- 
tension of the term of enlistment to five years. Among 
those who appeared before the committee were Major 
General Wood, Chief of Staff; Brigadier General 
Whipple, Paymaster General; Brig. Gen. E. A. Garling- 
ton, Inspector General; Col. Cunliffe Murray, of the 
Columbus Barracks; Major Thomas B. Dugan, Fort 
Slocum, and Major W. lL. Kenly, Recruiting Service, 
stationed at New York. While the officers who discussed 
‘the measure before the committee were not agreed on 
all the details of the proposed change in the term of 
enlistment, all contended that there should be some 
legislation along this line. General Wood was more 
inclined to favor the bill introduced by Representative 
Anthony, which, with Chairman Hay’s bill (H.R. 6316), 
providing for the consolidation of the supply departments, 
will probably be reported out by the committee during 
the session. 

The House on May 9 passed the Difendorfer resolution 
calling on the Secretary of the Navy for information 
regarding alleged monopoly in shoe contracts. It is 
understood that the Gardner resolution will be referred 
back to the House by the Committee on Military Affairs 
with the understanding that a special committee will be 
appointed to conduct the investigation. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, and Major 
Johnson Hagood, General Staff, have been requested by 
the House Committee on Military Affairs to make recom- 
mendations for the personnel provisions of the Hay bill, 
providing for the consolidation of the supply depart- 
ments. On all other features of the bill the House Com- 
mittee,’so far as is known, are unanimously agreed, but 
the members are very much perplexed as to the arrange- 
ment of the personnel of the proposed Supply Corps. 
Almost the same difficulties are presented in the consoli- 
dation of the supply departments as were met when 
legislation was passed changing the system of promo- 
tion in the Army from regimental to lineal. At that 
time Congress took a jump in the dark, and as a result 
the readjustment of rank legislation, which was enacted 
last session, became necessary. Even this bill was not 
passed until many officers who had lost rank by it had 
retired and were beyond the scope of its effect. The bill 
that was passed at last session was not satisfactory to 
all the officers in the Army, either on the active or re- 
tired list, and it has been regarded unfavorably since 
its passage by some of the members of the committee 
who voted for it. Owing to reports which unfortunately 
originated in the Army, members of the House Commit- 
tee have entertained the belief that they were deceived 
by the advocates of the measure as to the effect of the 
bill. Although these impressions have been dispélled to a 
great extent, the legislation has created a bad feeling in 
the House Committee as well as in the Army. To avoid 
a recurrence the House Committee is proceeding with 
great caution in the consideration of the personnel fea- 
tures of the consolidation scheme. It is the intention 
of the committee, if possible, to leave no excuse for re- 
adjustment legislation after the bill is passed. It. is 
recognized that it is a very difficult matter to consolidate 
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the three ‘lines of officers of the different departments 
into one without doing some injustice to those concerned. 
General Wood and Major Hagood will spend consider- 
able time gathering data for a report on this subject to 
the Committee. 

General Wood came out uncompromisingly as opposed 
to the Hay bill increasing the term of enlistment to five 
years, in a hearing before the House Committee on 
Military Affairs on Friday. General Wood expressed 
the opinion that the pay of enlisted men is not too high. 
He would favor an increase rather than a decrease in it. 
General Wood called attention to the fact that the term 
of enlistment is being decreased in other countries, rather 
than increased. He said that if allowances were too 
large for the enlisted men they could be reduced by 
change in regulations, rather than by new legislation. 


The total lack of reserves for the Regular Army, as 
shown by the mobilization of the troops at San Antonio, 
is remarked upon by General Wood, Chief of Staff.. The 
complete report on the movement of the troops, which 
has been carefully gone over by General Wood, in his 
opinion demonstrates that the Army was fully prepared 
to leave the garrisons equipped for field service on 
short notice. Every organization that went to the Texas 
border was prepared to move before railroad equipment 
was furnished for the transportation and all the delay 
was occasioned by the failure of the railroads. Not- 
withstanding this General Wood called attention to the 
fact that the 10th Infantry at Fort Benjamin Harrison 
was aboard the train eighteen hours after receiving its 
orders. The 17th Infantry, from Fort McPherson, Ga., 
was in camp and under canvas at San Antonio three 
and one-half days after the orders were issued, and all 
the troops were under canvas in the Maneuver Division 
ten days after they received orders to move, despite the 
delays in railway transportation. If the country was 
threatened with real dangers of war, General Wood 
thinks that the entire Army could be mobilized in much 
less time by seizing railway equipment wherever it is 
found, as is done under war conditions. “There is a 
total lack of reserve, which is the great weakness of our 
system,” said General Wood, “Should we be called 
upon to mobilize a large force at war strength many 
weeks would elapse before our organization would be in 
condition to take the field. Something like 10,000 men 
would have been required to complete the Maneuver 
Division. Had these men been put in the Service under 
the system which we now employ for recruiting the Army 
to war strength they would not be trained for service. 
In most of the foreign countries there is an organized 
reserve which is used to change their armies from a 
peace to a war footing. But we have no such force at 
present and the mobilization of a division at war strength 
would require many weeks, The result would be that 
the public would become impatient and we would be 
forced to send our Regular Army into the field before it 
was ready for service. This has been the trouble in 
other wars and it will be the weakness of the Army until 
some legislation is enacted which will create a reserve 
for the Regular Army.” 





There has been a common belief that the battle of New 
Orleans in 1815, coming as it did some days after the 
signing of the treaty of peace between the United States 
and Great Britain, had no effect upon the future of this 
country, that it was just so much useless waste of men 
and ammunition. Lewis Nixon, however, takes a dif- 
ferent view, .In an article in the New York Times of 
May 7 he points out that the British had always denied 
the right of Napoleon to sell Louisiana to us and held 
that therefore we had no right to that territory. In 
the minutes of the conference at which was signed the 
Treaty of Ghent the British commissioners used these 
words in the discussion of the terms of the treaty: 
“We do not admit Bonaparte’s construction of the law 
of nations, You cannot expect it in relation to any 
subject-matter before us.” The real meaning of these 
words was not known at the time, but later it transpired 
that the British Minister did not intend that the Treaty 
of Ghent should apply to the Louisiana purchase at all. 
This language, therefére, laid the foundation for a claim 
on the territory of the Louisiana purchase external to 
the provisions of the Ghent Treaty, and if General 
Pakenham had been victorious at New Orleans, there is 
no question, says Mr. Nixon, that the English would 
have retained this territory. Mr. Nixon deprecates the 
growth of a tendency in the United States to consider 
those who call attention to our defenceless condition as 
wavers of a new “bloody shirt” and that such effort to 
waken the public to a sense of our dangers must be 
decried. Absolutely impregnable fortifying of the canal, 
Mr. Nixon believes, would be worth to us at least the 
cost of thirty battleships. The men who know the de- 
fenceless condition of our country and ask the people to 
remedy it are just as much entitled to a hearing as are 
the men who pooh-pooh the idea of war simply from the 
fact that they do not believe in war. Mr. Nixon said 
he was much impressed by what he saw during his visit 
to Argentina last summer of the benefit of enforced mili- 
tary service to the young men of the country. This 
service, he found, “trains the young men to work in 
team, to respect authority and appreciate the duties of 
discipline.” 








Major Gen. Fred C. Ainsworth, the Adjutant General, 
refused to treat seriously a report that he has applied 


Sr TY 
for retirement. He merely remarked that someone’s 
imagination is working. According to the unconfirmed 
report, General Ainsworth intended to retire on account 
of ill health. 





Although Brig. Gen. James Allen regards the devel- 
opment of the aeronautic science as of the highest im- 
portance to the Army, his opinion as to its immediate 
application to our military Service is not universally 
shared by officers of high rank, Recently there has beén 
some decided opposition to the large detail for aviation 
service in the Department. It is contended that aero- 
planes have not developed to that point at which they 
should be regarded-as having passed the experimental 
stage. A few officers, it is claimed by those who are 
opposed to the extensive recommendations made by the 
Chief Signal Officer, will be sufficient for experimental 
purposes and these should not be allowed to go up in 
the machines until they have taken an extended course 
of instruction from professional aviators. The death of 
Lieut. G. E. M. Kelly is apt to strengthen this opposition 
to General Allen’s plan, President Taft, it is under- 
stood, is not any too enthusiastic over an extensive 
aviation scheme.. The President, it is recalled, did not 
recommend any appropriation for this purpose. 





The 24th U.S. Infantry will not sail for the Philip- 
pines on the date originally designated, as has been 
stated in a number of papers. No exception will be 
made of the 24th and its departure will be deferred about 
six months, as will be the departure of other troops 
which were scheduled to go to the Philippines in the 
early part of this year. According to present orders 
the 24th will sail from San Francisco in December next. 
The authorities at the War Department are at a loss to 
understand where so many unfounded reports of the 
movement of the troops originate, Since the order was 
issued postponing the time for the exchange of stations 
of the troops due to return from a tour of duty abroad 
and those that are due for foreign service no action has 
been taken by the Department on this matter. As has 
been stated previously in the ARMY AND Mavy JourNAL, 
the matter of sending troops to the Philippines will not 
be taken under consideration again until it is determined 
just how long the Maneuver Division will remain in 
Texas. 


The Navy Department has decided not to build a 
torpedo station at Keyport, Wash., but to do the work 
at Bremerton. This change is in the line of economy 
and fits in with Secretary Meyer’s recommendation 
of reduction of the number of Navy | stations. 
Last seession’s Appropriation bill carried $145,000 for 
the purchase of a site on which it was proposed to locate 
a torpedo station on the Pacific coast. But in in- 
vestigating the cost of a site at Keyport it was found 
that the erecgon of a torpedo station at that place would 
entail an expenditure of more money than the first asti- 
mates indicated. In addition to this it would be neces- 
sary to maintain a separate plant at Keyport to do some 
work that could be done at Bremerton without much 
extra expense. The experiments with torpedoes at 
Bremerton will be conducted from some of the old ves- 
sels which are no longer fit for service. One of these, 
it is thought, can be fitted out for such work without 
much expense. i

_be sent over the border. This is an illustration of Conr- 


gressional ignorance of military matters of which our 
Army is constantly being made the victim. If Senator 
Stone ever set fire to a set of timber shacks, with a gale 
of wind blowing, he can form some idea of what the 
invasion of Mexico means. We observe that the Senator 
proposes to postpone his plan of invasion, now that the 
capture of Juarez by the insurgents promises to remove 
the scene of conflict further from our border. In view 
of the possibility that their bullets may be again seeking 
billets on this side of the line, we suggest that Senater 
Stone prepare for carrying out his program by intro- 
ducing a bill to increase the Regular Army immediately 
to at least 200,000.

President Taft has approved the plan for the reorgani- 
zation of the Army by the creation of three divisions 
in the United States. Departments will be maintained 
for tactical purposes, but practically all of the adminis- 
trative work will be done at division headquarters, which 
will be located at New York, Chicago and San Francisco, 
There will be a material reduction in the staff officers 
at the department headquarters, something over thirty 
officers being relieved. The departments will be main- 
tained practically as they are at present, practically the 
only change being the removal of headquarters of the 
Department of the East from New York city to Fort 
Totten.

Rear Admiral Ching, of the Chinese navy, is reported 
as saying that while in England he will negotiate for 
British officers to form a naval advisory board, princi- 
pally with reference to the provision of a naval base at 
Nimrod Sound, in the district of Ningpo. 
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TEXAS MANEUVER DIVISION. 

Gratifying reports of the health of the troops of the 
Texas Maneuver Division continue to be sent to the 
Surgeon General of the Army. There is an absence of 
preventable diseases to an extent unprecedented in a 
large body of troops in the field. This is due to the 
health precautions in the camp. Sanitation regulations 
have been conscientiously observed. Anti-typhoid vacci- 
nation has kept down the sick list. All kitchens have 
been screened, and breeding places of flies and mosquitoes 
destroyed. 

The 2d Brigade of Infantry, under Brig. Gen. Marion 
P. Maus, returned to San Antonio April 30, after six 
days of maneuvers at Leon Springs. The command, 
consisting of the 13th and 22d Regiments, marched as an 
independent brigade, with transportation reduced to the 
minimum, one wagon to company. The wagon train 
was reduced from twenty-five to fifteen wagons. Full 
field equipment was carried, with grate bars for cooking 
instead of ranges. 

The march, which began in a downpour of rain, was 
to work out a problem dealing with the advance of a 
brigade into a hostile country. There were outpost 
problems under simulated conditions where advance 
guards of opposing forces come into contact. Between 
300 and 400 recruits were with the brigade, and the 
experience was of particular value to them. Rifle prac- 
tice made up a part of the instruction. With the brigade 
were thirty-eight officers of the National Guard. 

During the two months of the mobilization the officers 
have worked 4,000 recruits into something like condition 
for service. The men have been taught how to take care 
of themselves and of each other under field service con- 
ditions. They have learned the details of camp sanita- 
tion, and by practice marches and participation in 
brigade movements have been hardened and made 
acquainted with drill. 

“Conditions at the Texas maneuver camp are such 
that there is absolutely no opportunity for instruction 
for Militia officers,” said Col. H. J. Oleary, of the 1st 
Inf., Georgia National Guard, May 10, at Savannah, 
upon his return from a two weeks’ stay at San Antonio, 
Texas. Colonel Oleary said the mobilization, while a 
failure as far as maneuvers go, has demonstrated the 
nation’s “woeful unpreparedness for war.” 

There was plenty of exciting sport for horse lovers at 
Alamo Heights, near San Antonio. at the military 
equestrian tourney given on April 30 in honor of the 
Army officers of the Maneuver Division and Fort Sam 
Houston by Paul M. Rainer and Dr. J. A. Edmonds on 
the former’s ranch.

Lieut. John C. Walker, 8th U.S. Inf., during his aero- 
plane flights on May 2 had a narrow escape from acci- 
dent, his Curtiss machine making some very erratic twists 
and turns. This was due, as he afterward explained, 
to his foot slipping off the pedal controlling the motor. 
Those who had seen the late Arch Hoxsey and Ralph 
Johnstone court death in spiral dives and loops say no 
man ever did what Lieutenant Walker did and lived to 
fly again. 

Colonel Van Orsdale and the 17th Infantry marched 
out in the rain on May 2 six and a half miles from 
the Hot Wells. It was a tough march under the circum- 
stances. The regiment worked out some outpost problems, 
spent several hours in extended order drill and bivouacked 
in the park at the Hot Wells the night of May 1. 

The division maneuvers of May 4, under General 
Carter, were a great success. The problem was for the 
division to proceed to take a position in readiness along 
the line of the Beitel road against a hostile division 
marching on the right flank to attack the base and line 
of communications. The air scouts had located the 
enemy following a message to the division commander 
that the independent Cavalry brigade was heavily en- 
gaged at Leon Springs. For the purpose of attack 
General Carter, in his Field Order No. 1, made this 
organization of his forces:

SENATOR STONE WANTS WAR WITH MEXICO. 


Tt has been the frequent boast of Hon. William Sulzer, 
M.C. from New York, that he brought on the war with 
Spain in 1898. Senator Stone, of Missouri, appears to 
be anxious for a similar belligerent reputation, the sug- 
gested protagonist in this case being our neighbor of 
Mexico, into whose domestic affairs we have refrained 
from intruding on former occasions when the opportunity 
offered. In a speech in the Senate May 9 Mr. Stone 
quoted the newspaper reports of the injuries resulting to 
citizens of Douglas, Ariz., and El Paso, Texas, from 
the fighting across the border, and urged that our 
Government should take prompt action to prevent it. 

“T did not propose,” he said, “to invade Mexico with 
the object of remaining and occupying the territory of 
that country, but to carry across the line only so much 
of our Army as might be required to accomplish the 


immediate end in view, and after it had been accom- 
plished to withdraw our forces from the Mexican side. 
I insisted then, as I insist now, that we have the right 
to do that much in the interest of humanity, for our own 
protection and for the preservation of public order on 
the border line, where disorder concerns the lives and 
property of our people, as well as the lives and property 
of Mexicans. ‘The newspapers report the President as 
saying that he will take no affirmative action until he 
is authorized to do so by the Congress, and Senators say 
that Congress cannot, without violating some red tape 
precedent, take any action until the President first calls 
upon the Congress for its advice and direction. And so, 
hetween the upper and nether millstones of this disgrace- 
ful governmental inaction, peaceable American citizens 
residing on the border are being ground to ashes. In 
the Senate some weeks ago I took occasion most 
heartily to approve the action of the President in 
mobilizing a military force along the Mexican border. 
I then gave what I considered, and still consider, ample 
and sufficient reasons to justify what the President did. 
But I supposed, when the President went to the trouble 
and expense of calling these troops from their barracks 
throughout the country and hurriedly transported them 
to the border, that he meant to make that force effective 
for the protection of American citizens, if, unhappily, 
an occasion arose for using them in that behalf. I did 
not dream that the Government of the United States 
was merely engaged upon a game of bluff. I wish again, 
although I may stand alone, to record my earnest and 
solemn protest against this inaction of our Government— 
a degree of inaction so pronounced that it smacks too 
much of something I do not like to name.” 

In a speech in reply, Senator Bacon, of Georgia, said: 
“The individual who thinks that the American troops 
ean cross the border and not plunge this country into 
war is optimistic, and when plunged into war the lives 
which would be sacrificed would be incomparably greater 
in number than those which can possibly be sacrificed 
under the distressing conditions which now exist on the 
Mexican border. However the Mexican people may be 
divided, they are united upon one proposition, and that 
is opposition to invasion of their country by the Army 
of the United States; and the moment the United States 
undertook an intervention there would be a flame of 
resentment which would light up that entire country and 
set it in a blaze, What would be the effect upon the vast 
number of Americans who are scattered all over the 
republic of Mexico? I can conceive of no greater curse 
to befall this country than a war with any people, but 
among the greatest of all curses would be a war with 
the people of Mexico, our immediate neighbors, between 
whom and ourselves there exists only in part an 
imaginary line and in the other part a narrow river 
which can be forded.” 

Senator Works, of California, said: “There are hun- 
dreds of citizens of my state now within the borders of 
the Mexican government. I am receiving telegrams and 
letters from my people there protesting against the 
sending of our troops into Mexican territory, and they 
place it upon the ground that instead of protecting the 
lives of our people by taking action of that kind, the 
lives of every American citizen within the borders of 
the Mexican government would thereby be put in peril.” 

“Mr. Bailey: I simply wanted to say to the Senator 
from Missouri that if either federals or insurrectos 
train their guns on El Paso the population of that city 
will perhaps relieve the Government of the United States 
of precipitating hostilities.”

Complaint has been made by captains of ocean steam- 
ships and pilots that the channel from Robbins Reef 
Light to the Statue of Liberty, in upper New York Bay, 
is of insufficient width. They recently asked the Govern- 
ment to reduce the anchorage grounds op the west side 
of the channel, so the ships would not have to encroach 








on them in swinging. The outer edge of the anchorage 
grounds has a depth of seventy feet of water. 
revenue cutter Calumet took a party of officials down 
the bay early this week to look over the grounds, and the 
party included Col. William T. Rossell, U.S.A., of the 
Harbor Line Board ;.Captain Hamlet, R.C.S., supervisor 
of anchorages; Capt. R. M. Doyle, U.S.N., of the Light- 
house Department, and R. L. Walker, of the Cunard 
Line. After soundings had been taken and the fact 
established that there is plenty of water over the outer 
part of the prescribed anchorage grounds, the party was 
unanimous in the opinion that about 500 feet might be 
cut off the edge of the grounds, adding that much width 
to the channel and giving the big ships ample room to 
swing at the turn near Robbins Reef. The change will 
be recommended and made, and anchorage charts issued 
will enable skippers and pilots to swing without being 
likely to violate the anchorage regulations. 
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Col. Eli D.: Hoyle, U.S.A,, recently promoted from 
lieutenant colonel, has been assigned to command the 
6th Field Artillery, vice Col. Charles W. Foster, 6th 
Field Art., detailed as inspector of Field Artillery of 
‘the Army and of the military in the Department of the 
Lakes. 

Col. Frederick W. Sibley, U.S.A., was allowed to 
remain in command of the Department of the Colorado 
but one day after his promotion to colonel, for almost 
at once after assuming command of the department he 
was ordered to join his regiment in the Philippines. 
During his short stay in Denver he made a most agree- 
able impression upon military men who had business with 
department headquarters. 

Col, Walter S. Scott, 15th U.S. Inf., is to report for 
examination before a retiring board ordered to meet at 
San Antonio, Texas, and’of which Brig. Gen. Frederick 
A. Smith is president. 

Major H. P. Young, U.S.A., quartermaster in charge 
of transports plying out of San Francisco, has sent a 
wireless message to the transport Sheridan, which sailed 
from San Francisco for Manila May 5, directing her 
officers to search the ship for contraband intoxicants. 
He also announced that he would begin an investigation 
of the alleged illicit sale of liquor on board transports. 

Major Johnson Hagood, General. Staff, has made a 
solemn vow never to write another personal letter on an 
official topic. Some time ago, in response to an inquiry 
from a personal friend, Major Hagood hastily wrote a 
letter setting forth some of his ideas on the effect of the 
readjustment of the Promotion bill. To his surprise and 
consternation the other day this letter turned up printed 
in the form of a general order. It was headed, “War 
Department, Office Chief of Staff,” and all that was 
lacking to make it appear that a new set of general or- 
ders had been started was some numbers in the corner. 
Major Hagood does not deny the authorship of the letter, 
but he insists that he did not expect it to be printed or 
given general circulation throughout the Service in semi- 
official form. Hence Major Hagood’s firm resolve never 
to write to even his closest friends on official business. 

The reports of Major L. R. Holbrook to the Sub- 
sistence Department indicate that the experiments in 
the Maneuver Division with field bread have been of the 
most satisfactory character. An oven at Galveston has 
been turning out field bread which has been transported 
to the different parts of the Army and issued, after 
several days being still fresh and showing no deteriora- 
tion, The troops at Leon Springs, twenty-three miles 
distant, are subsisting entirely upon field bread baked at 
the oven in Galveston. Special instructions have been 
given to the Militia officers who are on duty with the 
troops on the system used by the Subsistence Department 
in producing field bread. 

The 111th Company of Coast Artillery, Capt. Adna 
G. Clarke commanding, with 1st Lieut. Marcellus H. 
Thompson as range officer, accomplished some remark- 
ably high scores in target practice at Fort Dade, Fla., 
May 8. Firing at a target representing a ship the com- 
pany in six shots made six hits, at the rate of two and 
ett hits per gun per minute, with a figure of merit 
Or O28. 


The order for the court-martial of Lieut. Col. Elmer 
W. Hubbard, C.A.C., has been issued by the War De- 
partment because there are not enough officers available in 
the Department of the Gulf, in which Colonel Hubbard 
is stationed. The court will be held at Galveston, where 
it is possible to secure officers of sufficient rank, It is 
understood that the charge against Colonel Hubbard is 
violation of Article of War No. 62. 

Capt. Lewis H. Rand, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A.. on 
duty at Washington Barracks, D.C.. is to be tried by a 
G.C.M., of which Col. Hobart K. Bailey, 29th Inf., is 
president, and Capt. M. G. Spinks, Coast Art., is judge 
advocate. The charge, it is understood, is insubordina- 
tion. 

Chaplain Charles M. Brewer, 6th U.S. Field Art., is, 
according to a newspaper despatch, being tried by 
G.C.M. at Fort Riley, Kas., on charges of conduct un- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman. 

“Officers of the Colorado Guard,” writes a correspon- 
dent, “will remember with much pleasure Lieut. Fred- 
erick W. Boschen, U.S.A., who was some years ago on 
duty as an aid to the commanding general of the De- 
partment of the Colorado, and who lent much of his 
splendid military advice to officers of the Guard during 
his stay in Denver. He is now on duty with his company 
of the 16th Infantry at Fort Gibbon, Alaska, and in 
writing to the adjutant general says: ‘Like it here very 
much, in spite of abundance of ice and snow. Tempera- 
ture to-day is 46 degrees below zero.

The first accident of the show occurred May 5, when 
Lieut. Adna R..Chaffee, jr., 15th U.S. Cav., was thrown 
and his face badly cut. Lieutenant Chaffee, who is one 
of the lest Known horsemen in the Army, was riding 
Poppy, a big chestnut gelding, at the time. Poppy, 
scared by the crowd lining the ring, turned and bolted 
to the fence around the show ring. 

He cleared the fence, five feet high and solid, and 
crashed blindly into a second outer rail about twelve 
feet away, also surrounding the ring. Lieutenant Chaffee 
was thrown over Poppy’s head, and landed head first 
in the cinder track outside the ring. Lieut. Gordon 
Johnston, also of the 15th Cav., mounted Poppy and 
took him over the jumps, making a fair performance. 
Lieutenant Chaffee was in the ring again next day, riding 
Poppy. Outside of a number of scars on his face, Lieu- 
tenant Chaffee did not seem any the worse for his 
accident. 

Lieutenant Johnston’s turn at a tumble came not long 
after the accident to Lieutenant Chaffee. He was riding 
Duke of Ashley, one of the thoroughbreds recently pur- 
chased by the Government for the Army, and which will 
be sent abroad to compete in the international military 
horse show in London. The horse ran into the first 
jump, and, making a belated attempt to jump, turned a 
complete somersault. Lieutenant Johnston took a similar 
spill, and, catlike, landed on his feet. He remounted 
and took the Duke over the other jumps. 

That the National Capital Horse Show will be an 
annual event is predicted by all the officers of the associa- 
tion. Major Henry T. Allen, U.S.A., president of the 
association, expressed himself as highly pleased with 
the outcome of the show. Capt. Guy V. Henry, of the 
15th Cav., who is doing much to better the standard 
of the Army horse, declared that the show had been a 
success from the standpoint of the Army, and also had 
given the Army horses which will be sent to London to 
take part in the Olympia Show next month valuable 
experience. 

S. W. Taylor, of New York, editor of Rider and 
Driver. who has been managing director of the show, 
and who will be a judge at the London show, said that 
the oats: show had been equal to the best in the 
country. 


WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 

It has been decided by the. War Department that 
officers on duty as transport quartermasters are not 
entitled to mounted pay. 

There has been a difference of opinion between the 


Attorney General of the United States and the J.A. 
General of the Army as to the status of Army pay- 
masters’ clerks. Reviewing the law and the history of 





the controversy, J.A. General Crowder concludes as 
follows: “Having regard to the fact that the Attorney 
General has twice held that Army paymasters’ clerks 
are officers of the Regular Service and to the recent 
action of Congress in assimilating them to Navy pay- 
masters’ clerks in matters of retirement, I recommend 
that the Department accord to them the rights now 
accorded to Navy paymasters’ clerks to name beneficiaries 
under the Act of May 11, 1908.” 

In the case of the assignment to the Ninth National 
Bank of Philadelphia by D’Olier Engineering Company 
of claims against the United States amounting to $61,289, 
the J.A, General decides that the assignment is void as 
against the United States, the assignee not having com- 
plied with the requirements of Sec. 3477, Rev. Stat., 
governing such assignments. 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller allowed Capt. H. L. Matthews, 
U.S.M.C., commutation of quarters while absent with 
the Panama battalion from his station at Washington 
because his orders did not detach him from his station 
and were “characterized as ‘special,’ ‘temporary.’” The 
claim of ist Lieut. C. A. Lutz, U.S.M.C., under this 
precedent is disallowed because “the facts and circum- 
stances negative any intention to make Philadelphia his 
permanent station, to which he would be returned upon 
the completion of his temporary duty with the expedi- 
tionary force.” ‘The Comptroller also decides that the 
performance by Colonel Waller of duties ordinarily per- 
formed by a brigadier general does not entitle his aid, 
1st Lieut. Philip H. Torrey, to the pay of an aid to 
the brigadier general. Re ae 

The Comptroller decides that extra duty pay is limited 
to the days of actual service, and no allowance can be 
made for illness, furloughs, Sundays or other absences 
from duty. It is held that marines are not entitled to 
increased pay for shore service unless actually placed on 
shore duty. ; 

The Comptroller is of the opinion that officers of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps are not entitled to more 
than medical treatment in the Government. Hospital for 
the Insane, and the secretary of the particular depart- 
ment to which the patient belongs may be viewed as the 
insane officer’s committee, with authority to have his pay 
account debited with the expense of his support in the 
hospital. j 

In reply to a request for information by Asst. Paymr. 
D. W. Rose, U.S.N., the Comptroller decides that the 
fact that the officers of the U.S.S. Scorpion were tem- 
porarily deprived of their quarters while the vessel was 
undergoing repairs without going out of commission does 
not entitle them to commutation, as their status was that 
of officers on sea duty. c 

The Comptroller corrects a blunder of the auditor by 
allowing Asst. Naval Constr. A. B. Court, U.S.N., 
$157.52 for mileage disallowed under a decision which 
the Act of March 4, 1911, overruled. Lieut. Col. M. G. 
Zalinski is allowed $5.80 to correct a_similar_mistake. 
Again, Asst. Naval Constr. Paul H. Fratz, U.S.N., is 
allowed $266.88 for mileage which the auditor insisted 
was for travel not on publie business, as the Comptroller 
now says it was.

NAVY BUREAU OF ORDNANCE. 


Announcement was made by Secretary Meyer May 11 
of the detail of Comdr. Nathan C. Twining, U.S.A., to 
relieve Rear Admiral Newton E. Mason as Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance. The change will take place 
as soon as Commander Twining can arrange to take 
charge of the bureau, as Rear Admiral Mason is anxious 
to go on leave. Admiral Mason has been advised by his 
physician to take a long rest, which he will do as soon 
as he is relieved. Commander Twining will be detailed 
as chief of the bureau, with rank of rear admiral, for 
a term of three years, 

Commander Twining was born in Boscobel, Wis., Jan. 
17, 1869, and entered the naval service as a naval cadet 
Sept. 4, 1885, graduating from the Naval Academy in 
June, 1889. He was promoted to ensign July 1, 1891 ; 
lieutenant (junior grade), Aug. 2, 1898; lieutenant, 
March 3, 1899, and lieutenant commander, July 1, 1905; 
serving on board the Kearsarge, Newark, Concord, 
Albatross, as assistant to inspector of ordnance, Hart- 
ford, Conn.; on board the Iowa (attached to Iowa during 
entire period of the Spanish-American War), Brutus, 
Tawa, Philadelphia, and at the navy yard; Washington, 
D.C.; on board the Rainbow, Kentucky and in the 
Bureau of Ordnance from Sept. 27, 1904, to Oct. 24, 
1907. Served on Kearsarge as executive from Oct. 25, 
1907, to Aug. 13, 1909; duty in connection with fitting 
out Michigan. Aug. 14, 1909, to Oct. 25, 1909; at the 
navy yard, Boston, Mass., from Oct. 28, 1909, to the 
one time. He was promoted to commander July 1, 





As is set forth in the report of the Fletcher Board, 
given below, a system of detail of officers to the Ordnance 
Bureau will be inaugurated along the line of the one 
in effect in the Ordnance Department of the War Depart- 
ment. An ordnance corps will not be formed, but an 
arrangement which borders closely upon such an organi- 
zation will be put into effect. This board on the method 
of performing ordnance duty, of which Capt. F. F. 
Fletcher was senior member, and of which the other 
members were Capt. Roy C. Smith, Comdr. N. C. 
Twining, Lieut. Comdrs. F. H. Clark and O. P. Jackson 
and Comdr. J. M. Poyer, member and recorder, has 
submitted its report to Secretary Meyer, and the follow- 
ing is a summary which was given out at the Navy 
Department: 

After considering the subject of ordnance in the Navy 
and Army, the board reaches the following conclusions: 

That the design, manufacture and installation of 
ordnance are practically confined to the Ordnance De- 
partments of the Navy and Army, and that the Govern- 
ment must depend upon the officers of these two depart- 
ments for the solution of all problems in connection with 
ordnance work and for its progress and development. 
The board finds that this condition does not obtain with 
any other activities in the Navy Department, since ship 
design and shipbuilding, and the design and manufacture 
of marine engines, the public building activities of the 
Navy and the work of the Bureaus of Medicine and 
Surgery and Supplies and Accounts all have the advan- 
tages of experienc? of similar activities in civil life. 
The board therefore expresses the opinion that the 
organization of the Bureau of Ordnance, the detail of 
officers to ordnance work and the development of a 
sufficient number to ensure the highest efficiency in 
design, manufacture and installation of naval ordnance, 
are of great importance. 

In order that sufficient number of officers of ample 
training and experience may be available for these duties, 
which have no counterpart in civil life, the board recom- 
mends that some modiftcation should be made in the 
present system of detailing officers to ordnance duties 
in the Navy. The board finds that the number of officers 
required for these special duties is small, and that it is 
not necessary to give special training to a large number, 
but that the number should be sufficient to ensure there 
being always available for duty on shore such numbers 
as is required, giving each officer suitable terms of sea 
service. 

‘The board carefully considered the system in force in 
the Army, but believes that, owing to certain radical 
differences, that the same system cannot be advantageously 
applied to the Navy. 

e board is strongly of opinion that no special ord- 
nance corps should be developed for the Navy, and it is 
also of the opinion that the highest efficiency could not 
be obtained in the Navy by restricting the performance 
of ordnance duties to any specified body of officers, 
whether this body was designated a corps or not. 

The board does not believe it advisable to select offi- 
cers for ordnance duty by a qualifying examination, but 
believes that in certain cases, which are specified, it is 
desirable that officers be assigned to ordnance duty for 
a fixed term of three years, with suitable provision for 
their relief some time before their detachment. 

The board gives its opinion that the present plan of 
entrusting the design, manufacture and installation of 
ordnance material to temporary details of seagoing offi- 
cers is an excellent one, and that it requires no change 
except in the direction of continuing and making more 
systematic the plan of educating a certain number of 
officers for these duties. 

The further development of the system of instruction 
for the ordnance class is recommended, and the board is 
of the opinion that five officers should be detailed annually 
for special instruction in ordnance. About twenty posi- 
tions are designated under the Bureau of Ordnance as 
desirable to have officers on a three-year detail. 

The board has also recommended that the chief of the 
bureau delegate the signing: of a considerable part of 
the mail relating exclusively to the work under that 
bureau to his subordinates, so that the chief of bureau 
himself shall only sign the more important mail and that 
part will which go to other bureaus or to the department.

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SCHOOL OF MARINE ENGINEERING. 

At the Naval Academy en the afternoon of Thursday, 
May 11, there was a ceremony connected with the com- 
pletion of the course of the first group of officers to 
take the advanced work in the new course of marine 
engineering at the Academy, of which Lieut. Comdr. 
Milton E. Reed, U.S.N., is the head. The speakers were 
Hon. Beekman Winthrop, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, and Engineer-in-Chief Hutch I. Cone, U.S.N. 
The members of the class are Lieut. Comdrs, W. B. 
Tardy and H. L. Brinser; Lieuts. S. H. R. Doyle, J. O. 
Richardson, F. S. Whitten, J. O. Fisher, S. M. Robin- 
son, O. L. Cox and A, T. Church. The graduation took 
place in the auditorium of the Mathematical Building. 

In presenting the class for graduation Commander 
Reed said that they will carry with them increased 
ability to perform successfully the work that they are 
now doing. He expressed appreciation of the very force- 
ful and co-ordinate effort of the Navy Department in 
behalf of this school. Much of the future of the school 
depends upon this first class. They will set the standard 
by it, and have laid the foundations of its achievements. 
Superintendent Bowyer, he said, though charged with 
many larger duties, had given much help to the school. 
Captain Bartlett was able to assist in many ways, and 
all the officers at the Academy have been helpful. _ 

Engineer-in-Chief Cone said that the Navy is a science 
in which all kinds of mechanical problems are met. Our 
ships have been designed, developed and _ constructed 
under the old engineers. They will soon not be available. 
There were no better than they, and none better than 
they are now. There are only a few of them left now. 
The present Assistant Secretary has been digging at the 
proposition as to who should take the place of these old 
engineers. ‘The new graduates are destined for this 
nrrpose, and must display knowledge and efficiency. 
They must keep in touch with the civilian engineers, get 
their ideas and let them see what Navy engineers know. 
The officers who have engineering knowledge have their 
futures more than assured. Started in a small way, he 
said, the post-graduate course at Annapolis is bound 
to be increased. It is not possible in four years to_ put 
into a midshipman’s head the way to meet all complica- 
tions in the naval service. The time has arrived when 
the Navy must have a post-graduate eourse to meet the 
strategy, electricity and engineering skill that it demands. 

Secretary Winthrop said a man-of-war is a compli- 
cated piece of machinery. The captain has the powers 
of a large mechanical establishment. He must have a 
knowledge of international law, diplomacy and of sea- 
manship. <A special engineering course was established 
in the Naval Academy in former years, and an effort 
was made to have a separate corps. It did not succeed, 
because it made friction in the Service, and an officer 
was not so well prepared as if educated along all lines 
of his profession. There will be some day a post-graduate 
course to call all the officers of the Navv together. This 
school is the beginning, and may be the one on which 
the Navy Department of the future may have to depend. 
The Navy Department has this school in its heart. Mr. 
Winthrop congratulated the class on what they had done 
in two years, and was greatly impressed at its promised 
success.

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer Burrows, Lieut. J. J! 
Helweg, one of the new oil burning craft, has made quite 
a record for herself incident to her run from Hampton 
Roads to Newport, R.I., last week. Her officers are 
delighted at her performance. The Burrows made an 
average of thirty and a half knots for eight and a half 
hours. At this speed she made the 230 miles between 
Hampton Roads and New York without a single mishap, 
her machinery and oil supplying plant working with 
perfect smoothness. The weather conditions were good. 

The monitor Puritan, which was raised from the mud 
in Hampton Roads, Va., May 4, is now in drydock at 
Norfolk, Va. Experts say it would require at least 
$40,000 to get her into shape again, and this cost does 
not include the expense of new guns, which would prob- 
ably have to be installed in place of the old ones.

words: ‘‘(Art. 919, par. 16.)’’

Paragraph 13 (a): At the end of the paragraph add the 
following words: ‘‘(Art. 919, par. 17.)’’ 

Paragraph 13 (b): At the end of the paragraph insert the 
following words: ‘‘(Art. 919, par. 17.)’’ 

Paragraph 13 (c): Strike out the entire paragraph and 
substitute therefor the following: 

“*(c) Desirable repairs shall be forwarded to the bureau 
concerned by the commandant with estimates and recommenda- 
tions, as provided for by paragraph 6 of this article; and 
upon receipt there, shall be acted upon by that bureau for 
all items of which the bureau does not disapprove. Every 
item of which the bureau concerned recommends the disap- 
proval shall be referred to the Department (Division of Ma- 
terial) for final action. Inasmuch as the commandant is not 
authorized to proceed with desirable repairs until the work 
has been authorized by the Department or bureau concerned, 
estimates for work under this heading shall be given prece- 
dence over estimates for work under either of the other head- 
ings enumerated in paragraph 6 of this article. (Art. 917 and 
art. 919, par. 17.)’’ 

_ Paragraph 16: At the end of the paragraph add the follow- 
ing sentence: 

‘‘Alterations desirable for the comfort of the crew or for 
sanitary reasons, and minor alterations not affecting the gen- 
eral design, may be authorized by the bureau concerned, pro- 
vided they do not affect the military characteristics of the 
ship, and provided the estimated cost of any item thereof 
does not exceed one thousand dollars, but such authorization 
shall not be construed to permit any work to proceed in such 
a manner as to delay the departure of the vessel beyond the 
date set. No request for work shall be finally disapproved 
except by the Department. 

Paragraph 17: Insert, as paragraph 17, the following: 

**(17) In the case of a vessel needing repairs and not at a 
navy yard, and not knowing to what navy yard she will be 
ordered; of a vessel needing repairs that must be done at 
some place other than a navy yard; of yard craft and similar 
vessels for work which the commandant is not authorized to 
order; and, in general, in any special case in which delay 
might result by following the method of procedure laid down 
in paragraphs 6 and 13 of this article, the reauest for altera- 
tions and for desirable and urgent repairs shall be forwarded 
direct to the bureau concerned. Upon receipt, such bureau 
shall act upon every item of repairs, of which such bureau does 
not disapprove. Every item of repairs, of which the bureau con- 
cerned recommends the disapproval, shall be forwarded by 
such bureau to the Department (Division of Material) for 
final action. Requests for alterations, in such cases, shall be 
handled as provided for in section 2 of this chapter and in 
article 919, paragraph 16. No authorization for any item of 
repairs or alterations shall be issued by any bureau which in- 
volves the incidental expenditure of more than five hundred 
dollars under any other bureau without the prior or simul- 
taneous approval of such other bureau of such item of inci- 
dental work.’’ 

Renumber the present pragraph 17 of this article as 18. 

Article 1320.

Paragraph (h): In the seventh and eighth lines strike out 
the words ‘‘Comptroller of the Treasury for his approval of 
their’’ and substitute therefor the words ‘‘proper accounting 
officer for.’’ 

Paragraph (i): In the second line strike out the words 
‘‘any duplicate’’ and substitute therefor the words ‘‘said 
lost.’’ In the third line strike out the word ‘‘final.’’ In the 
four line strike out the word ‘‘original.’’

ORDER 1, APRIL 20, 1911, U.S.M.O. 

This order announces that on July 1 next there will be in- 
augurated at all posts of the Marine Corps now rationed by 
the contract system, a system of rationing which contemplates 
the purchase of the various components of the ration by items 
and the issue of such components directly to troops. The 
order gives instructions for the information and guidance of 
officers of the Marine Corps who are required to provide and 
issue rations, to enlisted men, and such instruction will be- 
come effective upon the inauguration of the component ration 
system on July 1, next. 

The method to be followed involves placing the ration ac- 
count of an organization or command on the basis of dollars 
and cents. The organization or command will be credited 
with the value of the number of rations due it, computed at 
the unit value of the ration and the organization or command 
may draw against such credit in components of the ration re- 
gardless of the quantity of the articles drawn or the specific 
articles, up to the full amount of its credit. 

The instructions will become effective in the Philippine Isl- 
ands as soon as the necessary blanks have been provided for 
use in issuing and accounting for the rations issued to ma- 
rines in the Philippine Islands. Upon the receipt of the 
blank forms to be provided by the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment of the Marine Corps, the use of Army blank forms in 
issuing and accounting for rations in the Philippine Islands 
will be discontinued.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., May 11, 1911. 

Three convictions and one acquittal was the result of the 
four trials had here this week in the Circuit Court for Anne 
Arundel county of the manager of Carvel Hall Hotel for 
selling intoxicating liquors to midshipmen. At this stage of 
the case the state agreed to stay proceedings in the five re- 
maining indictments, pending appeals to the Court of Ap- 
peals of Maryland. The point raised is that Miss Elizabeth 
B. Jessup, the manager of the hotel, is not responsible, as 
she is only an employee or fellow-servant of the Security 
Land Company, of New Jersey, owners of the hotel. Judge 
Brashear imposed a fine of $100 and costs in one case and 
$50 each and costs in the two other convictions. The hotel 
is the most frequented resort in Annapolis by naval circles 
and midshipmen especially, and the indictments and trials 
caused no little excitement here. Mr. A. H. McCarthy, gen- 


eral manager of the hotel, made a gallant fight to have the 
responsibility taken from Miss Jessup, and offered to have 
the judgments rendered against him personally, but the 
state's officer, Mr. Nich. H. Green, could not see his legal 
ath clear to accept the proffer. By some oversight, while 
iss Jessup applied personally for the license, it was. re- 
corded in the proceedings of the City Council, which grants 
the liquor licenses, that ‘‘Carvel Hall’’ was the party to 
which the license to sell was granted. The proceedings held 
the applicant to be the party responsible. t was conceded 
that Miss Jessup had no direct connection with the illegal 
sales. As the law clearly indicates that no corporation may 
engage in the sale of liquor in Annapolis, the management 
of Carvel Hall has, to be within the law, temporarily closed 
the bar. They will choose later a resident director for 
Annapolis, to whom the license to sell liquors may. be is- 
sued. :

COLORADO. 


Officers of Colorado who have returned from the Texas ma- 
neuvers along the Mexican. border give excellent reports. 
While they make some comments on things which did not 
seem satisfactory, they are loud in their praise of the ability 
of the Ameircan soldier to ‘‘hike,’’ and they speak in fine 
terms of the excellent physical condition of the men. 

Considerable pride is felt by Co. F, of the 6th Massachu- 
setts Infantry, because that organization, for twelve consecu- 
tive years, has had every man present at the annual govern- 
ment inspection. Colorado officers need not feel badly on ac- 


count of this fine record of the eastern company, because 
conditions in that state are very different from those here. 
Men are born, live in the same community year after year, 
yet in Colorado the population changes almost weekly, and 
men who belong to the Guard to-day may be in the farthest 
corner of the world to-morrow. The attendance at the in- 
spections in Colorado this year has been most satisfactory to 
every one. 

While there is no intention of attempting to take any of the 
laurels from Co. K, Ist, ‘‘the college company,’’ it might be 
said that other organizations in the Guard have made as good 
or a better showing at government inspections as was made 
by that company at its recent inspection, for at the 1910 an- 
nual inspection of Troop B, that organization had 100 per 
cent. of its company present, and while Company K made 
an excellent showing in every particular, newspaper accounts 
rather exaggerated the good showing made.

Organizations of the Non-Commissioned Officers’ Associa- 
tion of the National Guard of Colorado was effected on April 
20, at a meeting in Denver, and a committee of five has been 
named to draft constitution and bylaws, and as soon as this 
is adopted and approved, officers of the association will be 
elected. The purpose of the association is entirely educa- 
tional and will mean improvement in the non-com. rank 
of the Guard.

SAN LUIS.—No names have been decided upon for the 
two battleships authorized by the third session of the Sixty- 
first Congress.

The naval auxiliary Buffalo, Comdr. Clarence Stone, sailed 
for Alaska on Tuesday, carrying the apparatus for the three 
new wireless stations to be established at Kodiak, Pribiloff 
and Unalaska.

A description of the work of reclaiming the Everglades 
of Florida is found in an illustrated article by Day 
Allen Wiley, published by Cassier’s Magazine. The 
territory under water and to be reclaimed is a tenth of 
Florida, 8,000 square miles, 3,500,000 acres, an area 
equal to that of three states of the Union, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island and Delaware. The plan is to eut 600 
miles of drainage channels to the sea, so as to lower 
Lake Okeechobee, which has an area of 1,000 square 
miles, so as to keep it two feet below the flood level. 
Six dredges are now at work, and it is estimated that 
11,000,000 cubic feet must be removed before the drainage 
is complete, part of it rock work, for which some of 
the dredges are especially built and equipped. There 
are now 15,000 acres of the Everglades drained and 
producing luxurious crops, and it is estimated that the 
5,000,000 acres to be redeemed are suitable for the culti- 
vation of the sugar cane and acres will yield 
more than the 2,400,000 tons of sugar annually imported 
into the United States, on which we 50, in duty and to 
the foreign purchaser more than $150,000,000 yearly. 
The elevation of the submerged lands is twenty feet 
above the sea at the lowest point. They are covered 
with mud from two feet at the edges to twerty feet in 
the middle. 





Persons disposed to make comparisons between the 
pay of Army and Navy officers of the United States and 
officers of foreign armies should ponder the conclusions 
of a report on the cost of living in American cities based 
on inquiries made in twenty-eight representative towns 
by officials of the British Board of Trade. The conclu- 
sions reached are: “The cost of food and rent combined 
is fifty-two per cent. great®r in the United States than 
in England and Wales, but these heavier relative charges 
on working class income have been accompanied with 
weekly wages which are as 230 to 100.” ‘The report adds 
that this ratio of money earnings is more than two and 
a quarter times as great as in England and Wales, and 
“makes possible a command of necessaries, conveniences 
and minor luxuries of life that is both nominally and 
really greater than that enjoyed by the corresponding 
class in this country.” 





Out of 28,184 vessels in and out of Singapore harbor 
in 1910 the American flag was seen on six—one cruiser, 
two gunboats, one collier and two yachts. Not a single 
merchant ship carrying the American flag enters the 
waters of the Singapore harbor in a twelvemonth, yeez 
after year.
